(c) '  Library 

(d)  Municipal  Use 

(e)  Educational  Use 

(f)  Woman’s  Club  not  operated  for  profit 

(g)  Non-profit  recreational  purpose 

(h)  Private  garage  with  space  for  storage  of  not  more 
than  two  automobiles,  unless  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals. 

(i)  In  addition  in  the  area  north  of  State  Highway, 
Route  28,  (Main  Street)  for  any  agricultural  use  except 
piggeries  and  fur  farms  and  for  uses  customarily  necessary 
thereto,  and  for  the  following  commercial  purposes,  but 
no  others: 

(a)  The  display  and  sale,  at  roadside  stand;  or  other¬ 
wise,  of  natural  products,  the  major  portion  of  which  are 
raised  on  the  farms  of  the  town. 

(b)  Greenhouses,  storage  and  sorting  buildings  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Cranberry  bogs. 

(c)  Dog  Kennel  or  Veterinary  Hospital. 

(j)  In  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts  any  of 
the  following  uses  on  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

(a)  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  may  be 
permitted  for  a  customary  home  occupations,  such  as  a 
Lawyer,  Doctor,  Dentist  or  similar  profession  conducted  by 
a  resident  of  the  premises. 

(b)  Cemetery 

(c)  Hospital,  Sanitarium,  Institution  or  Philanthropic 


use. 
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(d)  Boys  or  Girls  Camp,  if  housed  in  permanent 
buildings. 

(e)  Boat-building  and  Storage. 

(f)  Hotel  or  Apartment  House. 

(g)  Any  other  use  determined  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
to  be  similar  to  one  or  more  of  the  uses  specifically  author¬ 
ized  and  not  more  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

To  repeal  all  of  Section  4,  page  6,  Exceptions  and  Ad¬ 
ministration  (a)  (b)  (c)  and  substitute  the  following : 

Section  4.  Non-conforming  Uses : 

(a)  Continuation  of  Non-Conforming  Uses :  Any  law¬ 
ful  building  or  use  of  a  building  or  premises  or  part  there¬ 
of  at  the  time  this  By-Law  or  any  amendment  thereto  is 
adopted,  may  be  continued,  rebuilt  if  damaged  or  destroyed, 
even  if  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  thereof,  provid¬ 
ing  such  has  not  been  discontinued  for  a  period  of  three 
years. 

(b)  Change  or  Extension  of  Noli-Conforming  Uses:  The 
Board  of  Appeals  may  permit  any  non-conforming  use  to 
be  changed  to  any  specified  use,  or  building  enlarged,  if  not 
substantially  different  in  character  or  more  detrimental  or 
objectionable  to  a  neighborhood. 

Top  of  page  7  add  Section  5,  Administration,  and  change 
letters  on  paragraphs  to  (a)  (b)  (c). 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  build  a  new  Town 
Office  Building,  said  building  to  be  built  on  the  site  of  the 
old  Almshouse  and  to  appoint  a  building  committee  of  five 
(5)  members  to  be  in  charge  of  the  work. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  dredging  and  improving  the  breakwater 
at  Allen’s  Harbor,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  funds  allocated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  to  act  fully  theron.

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for  the  period  from 
March  7,  1950,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
January  27,  1951,  the  following  report  being  submitted 
thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the 
treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed.  The  receipts,  as 
recorded,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while 
the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
them  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  payments. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings  and  the 
recorded  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  proving  the  accounts  to 
be  in  balance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to 
this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  January  27,  1951. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipt  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  auth¬ 
orizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance 
on  January  27,  1951  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 
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The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  in¬ 
terest  were  proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit  and  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added 
to  the  tax  title  accounts  were  compared  with  the  collector’s 
records,  the  redemptions  of  tax  titles  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  disclaimers  were  verified,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  recon¬ 
ciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger,  and  compared  with  the 
records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  ex¬ 
cise,  and  assessment  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  commitments 
were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  assessor’s  warrants. 
The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasur¬ 
er’s  cash  book,  the  recorded  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  charges  were  proved,  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed. 

The  commitments  of  water  rates  and  services  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  payments  to  the  treasur¬ 
er  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abate¬ 
ments  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  was  made 
by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  health  department  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  to 
the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 
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The  records  of  receipts  from  rentals  of  town  buildings, 
of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  of  the  school 
and  library  departments  were  examined,  checked,  and  re¬ 
conciled  with  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  accurate  manner  in  which  the  work  of  the  town 
treasurer  and  the  town  accountant  has  been  performed  is 
worthy  of  commendation,  and  the  good  financial  condition 
of  the  town  is  largely  due  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  tax 
collector  in  securing  prompt  settlement  of  the  tax  and  ex¬ 
cise  levies  committed  to  him  for  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to  there  are 
appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of 
the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  officials  of  the 
town  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

1951  Report 

Harwich  Water  Department 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

We  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report 
of  the  activities  of  your  Water  Department  covering  the 
period  from  October  1951  to  December  31,  1951. 

With  sincere  regret  we  accepted  the  resignation  early 
in  October  of  Mr.  John  W.  Hughes,  who  had  served  this 
department  as  Superintendent  most  faithfully  and  efficiently 
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since  1941.  We  extend  to  him  best  wishes  for  success  in  his 
new  work. 

Mr.  John  K.  Donnelly,  who  had  been  associated  with 
the  Falmouth  Water  Department,  was  appointed  to  replace 
Mr.  Hughes  as  Superintendent,  and  commenced  his  duties  on 
October  11. 

The  fall  program  was  outlined,  and  the  first  item  of 
major  importance  was  to  make  extensive  repairs  on  our 
Fairbanks  Morse  Diesel  Engine.  It  was  decided  to  employ 
the  Hathaway  Machinery  Company  of  Fairhaven  to  attend 
to  this  work.  A  small  crack  was  found  in  the  cylinder 
head  causing  water  leakage,  and  a  large  amount  of  wear  was 
found  in  the  connecting  rod  and  bearing,  which  necessitated 
a  rebabbitting  job.  Double  seal  piston  rings  were  replaced 
and  the  engine  thoroughly  cleaned.  The  water  pump  at¬ 
tached  to  this  engine  was  also  overhauled  and  brought  up 
to  its  full  pumping  capacity.  Lack  of  funds  this  year  pro¬ 
hibited  the  servicing  of  the  Sterling  Diesel  Engine,  but  it 
will  be  essential  to  have  this  put  in  good  mechanical  con¬ 
dition  before  the  busy  summer  season.  The  interior  of  the 
Pumping  Room  was  painted  and  other  equipment  repaired 
as  needed.  Our  outside  maintenance  work  included  the 
usual  inspection  of  hydrants,  and  this  year  all  hydrants 
were  numbered  to  facilitate  location. 

A  serious  leak  developed  on  Lower  County  Road  at  the 
corner  of  Doane  Way,  which  was  caused  by  a  defective  lead 
service,  and  had  to  be  replaced  with  copper  tubing. 

During  this  period  a  2-inch  water  extension  on  Hoyt 
Road  to  accommodate  four  new  water  takers  was  scheduled 
and  completed,  and  a  short  1-inch  extension  was  made  on 
Forest  Street.  Seventeen  water  services  were  installed  in 
November  and  December,  bringing  the  year’s  total  to  eighty- 
three  new  service  connections. 


Materials  were  purchased  and  a  start  was  made  on  the 
concrete  block  storage  building  essential  for  housing  our 
equipment.  An  article  is  being  inserted  in  the  Town 
\\  arrant  for  an  appropriation  to  complete  this  necessarj" 
project.

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Report  of  the 

Water  Works  Extension  Committee 

TO  THE  RESIDENTS  AND  THE  PROPERTY 
OWNERS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  HARWICH,  MASS. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  as  the  result  of  the 
Town  Meeting  in  February,  1951,  to  study  the  problem  of  extending 
the  Water  Service  to  all  parts  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  has  done 
its  work  with  understanding  of  and  sympathy  for  the  desire  of  all 
residents  to  have  the  benefits  of  good  water  supply  and  fire  protection. 
We  desire  to  make  those  blessings  available  so  far  as  is  practicable.  We 
are  aware  that  up  to  this  date  these  services  have  been  extended  only 
to  the  areas  adjacent  to  the  shore  line  and  to  the  Harwich  Center 
area,  which  means  that  residents  of  North  Harwich,  East  Harwich, 
and  Pleasant  Lake  villages  have  not  been  equally  served. 

It  has  not  been  because  of  any  desire  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Assessors,  or  of  the  Water  Board,  or  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Water  Department  to  favor  certain  areas  that  the  others  have 
been  deprived  of  water  service.  Actually,  the  water  mains  and  services 
are  now  covering  about  two-thirds  of  the  population  and  two-thirds  of 
the  assessed  value  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  obstacle  which  has 
been  faced  is  the  cost  of  running  the  supply  mains  to  the  unsupplied 
areas  as  compared  with  the  prospective  income  needed  to  pay  the  bill. 

The  thought  has  been  expressed  that  property  owners  in  the 
three  villages  which  do  not  have  the  water  service  and  fire  protec¬ 
tion  have  been  taxed  to  pay  for  the  water  system  without  getting 
any  benefit  in  return.  This  is  true  in  a  degree,  but  not  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  that  seems  apparent.  The  present  investment  in  the  Water  Sys¬ 
tem  is  about  $300,000,  but  of  this  the  Federal  Government  contri¬ 
buted  $108,000  towards  the  initial  installation  as  a  Public  Works 
Administration  project,  and  it  was  necessary  to  provide  the  benefit  for 
the  largest  number  of  persons  who  could  be  reached  with  the  avail¬ 
able  funds.  Nevertheless,  those  who  have  had  these  benefits  for  some 
years  should  be  willing  now  to  contribute  to  the  need  of  those  who 
have  not  heretofore  shared  in  the  results. 

There  is  now  a  sufficient  water  storage  capacity  for  the  needs  of 
the  entire  Town,  so  the  only  obstacle  to  the  desired  extension  is  the 
willingness  of  the  residents  to  pay  the  cost.  The  best  current  estimate 
is  that  it  will  cost  about  $700,000  to  install  the  water  mains  and 
hydrants  and  to  tie  together  the  present  dead-end  supply  mains  so 
that  all  who  want  town  water  and  fire  protection  may  be  served.  Let 
us  analyze  this  estimate  to  see  where  the  cost  would  apply: 

1st  To  install  the  necessary  2,200  ft.  of  8”  and  23,600  ft.  of  10” 
supply  mains  from  Harwich  Center  to  Cashen’s  Corner  in  East 
Harwich  will  cost  $166,000.,  plus  the  undetermined  cost  of 
running  mains  down  the  side  streets  for  those  who  will  pay  for 
services. 

2nd.  To  install  the  necessary  14,600  ft.  of  8”  mains  from  the  bridge 
in  Harwich  Center  along  Kelley  Road  to  North  Harwich  village 
will  cost  $84,700.,  plus  the  undetermined  cost  of  running  mains 
down  side  streets  for  those  who  will  pay  for  services. 
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3rd.  To  install  the  necessary  11,650  ft.  of  8”  and  6,300  ft.  of  10’' 
mains  on  Pleasant  Lake  Ave.,  to  the  Pleasant  Lake  area  will 
cost  $87,350.,  and  to  install  3,650  ft.  of  8”  mains  on  Queen  Ann 
Rd.  will  cost  $21,175,  or  a  total  of  $108,525. 

4th.  There  is  a  large  area  of  South  Harwich  which  is  not  now 
supplied.  To  lay  the  necessary  800  ft.  of  6”  and  15,300  ft.  of 
8”  mains  to  supply  the  homes  on  Uncle  Venie’s  Rd.,  Deep  Hole 
Rd.,  Hersey  Ave.,  Julian  Rd.,  Depot  Rd.,  and  Sequatucket 
Bluffs  will  cost  $93,875,  plus  an  undetermined  amount  if  the 
mains  are  extended  to  supply  several  streets  which  are  now 
being  developed. 

5th  There  is  a  real  need  for  extending  the  water  main  through 
Sisson  Road,  not  only  to  supply  the  residents  of  that  street,  but 
more  particularly,  to  increase  the  water  supply  and  the  pres¬ 
sure  in  the  Harwich  Port  and  West  Harwich  areas  with  which 
to  fight  some  big  fire,  and  also  because  of  the  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  homes  there.  This  will  cost  $67,975. 
Furthermore,  there  are  presently  a  number  of  dead-ends  and 
gaps  in  the  water  mains  in  these  areas.  It  is  important  to 
the  entire  Town  that  no  big  fire  shall  destroy  any  of  the  homes 
of  those  who  contribute  so  largely  to  the  cost  of  running  our 
Town  government  and  its  utilities,  and  who  are  also  important 
customers  of  our  merchants.  To  close  these  gaps  will  cost  an 
estimated  $121,350. 

6th.  Finally,  to  install  the  necessary  mains  on  Hiawatha,  Gorham, 
and  Doane  Roads  in  the  Harwich  Port  area  will  cost  $34,675. 

The  foregoing  estimates  have  been  carefully  worked  out  by  Mr. 
John  W.  Hughes,  who  has  been  for  years  our  Water  Works  Superin¬ 
tendent,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Paul  Howard  of  the  Water  Works 
engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  of  Boston,  who  originally 
designed  and  supervised  our  installation.  It  does  not  contemplate 
running  mains  through  every  street  in  the  Town  nor  to  every  home 
which  might  want  service  but  which  may  be  too  far  away  from  other 
takers  to  justify  the  cost  of  installation.  But  it  is  believed  that  the 
indicated  extensions  would  bring  the  mains  within  reach  of  95%  of 
the  population. 

The  figures  we  have  quoted  are  astonishingly  large,  but  we  are 
sure  it  would  not  be  satisfactory  or  safe  to  lay  smaller  mains  than 
those  indicated  because  of  the  loss  of  volume  of  water  and  pressure 
resulting  from  the  increased  friction  or  running  the  water  through 
smaller  pipes. 


HOW  TO  GET  THE  MONEY 

No  one  is  going  to  make  us  a  gift  of  $700,000.  There  are  in  sight 
only  three  sources: 

1st.  To  borrow  it  on  a  bond  issue. 

2nd.  To  raise  it  by  taxing  the  property  owners  of  the  Town. 

3rd.  To  raise  the  water  rates  and  make  the  takers  pay  the  cost. 

To  raise  and  collect  $700,000  of  taxes  in  any  one  year  for  water 
works  extensions  in  addition  to  other  necessary  expenses  of  running 
the  Town,  would  be  prohibitive. 

The  receipts  from  water  takers  in  1950  were  only  $35,339.06,  and 
so  it  is  apparent  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  collect  enough  from 
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present  and  future  takers  to  pay  the  cost  of  operating  the  system 
plus  any  substantial  part  of  $700,000. 

For  the  past  ten  or  more  years  the  Town  has  raised  and  appro¬ 
priated  an  average  of  about  $10,000  a  year  for  water  service  exten¬ 
sions  and  improvements,  but  at  that  rate  it  would  take  more  than 
70  years  to  cover  the  Town,  and  such  slow  and  piecemeal  develop¬ 
ment  already  has  caused  much  irritation  to  those  who  want  the 
service,  and  probably  has  retarded  the  development  of  the  unsupplied 
areas. 

We  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  only  way  by  which  it  will  be 
possible  to  finance  the  cost  of  any  important  extensions,  or  a  complete 
installation,  in  the  near  future  will  be  to  resort  to  a  bond  issue,  which, 
in  effect,  will  be  to  mortgage  the  entire  assests  of  the  Town  until  the 
loan  is  repaid.  This  has  been  done  before,  and  the  record  of  repay¬ 
ment  by  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  so  good  that  doubtless  we  can  get 
whatever  we  want  and  at  a  low  rate  of  interest.  Let  us  now  explore 
this  possibility. 

There  is  a  State  law  which  prohibits  a  Town  from  borrowing 
for  water  system  extensions  for  a  longer  term  than  15  years.  That 
will  mean  that  each  year  we  must  repay  l/15th  of  whatever  amount 
we  borrow  plus  the  interest  on  the  unpaid  balance  of  the  loan.  We 
assume  that  it  will  be  possible  to  borrow  $700,000  at  a  rate  of  about 
2%.  At  that  rate  we  would  have  to  raise  and  pay  during  the  first  year 
$60,666,  and  the  next  year  $59,733,  and  the  next  year  $58,799,  and  so 
on  until  the  principal  and  the  interest  charge  will  finally  be  fully 
paid  at  the  end  of  fifteen  years. 

The  Town  raises  the  money  it  requires  by  levying  a  tax  on  the 
assessed  value  of  the  land  and  buildings,  and  on  the  personal  pro¬ 
perty  (merchandise  in  the  stores,  equipment  of  its  contractors,  the 
animals  and  equipment  of  its  farmers,  the  furnishings  of  its  homes 
over  a  certain  exemption)  of  its  property  owners  and  residents.  This 
is  to  pay  the  costs  of  operating  the  schools,  maintaining  the  roads, 
helping  the  needy,  and  all  the  other  activities  of  the  Town,  and  all 
according  to  the  votes  of  its  registered  voters.  For  the  current  year 
the  Town  assessed  a  tax  of  $32  for  each  $1,000  of  taxable  value.  Last 
year  the  rate  was  $36  per  $1,000  and  the  Town  collected  a  total  of 
$346,506.84. 

At  the  end  of  1950  our  Town  Assessors  reported  the  total  taxable 
values  to  be  $10,364,530,  and  on  this  basis,  to  raise  an  additional 
$60,666  for  the  payment  on  Water  Works  bonds  in  the  ensuing  year, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  add  $5.85  to  the  tax  rate.  That  means  that 
every  owner  of  property  in  Harwich  would  have  to  contribute  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  assessed  value  of  his  propery,  even  though  he  now 
has  town  water  and  fire  protection,  and  even  if  he  should  not  want 
it.  Of  course,  as  more  and  more  property  is  developed  and  homes  are 
built,  the  increase  in  taxable  values  will  tend  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 
And  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  in  North  and  East  Harwich  and 
in  Pleasant  Lake  more  persons  will  want  to  locate  if  they  can  have 
the  benefit  of  Town  water  and  fire  protection. 

The  question  may  be  asked,  “Is  it  fair  to  the  owners  of  about 
two -thirds  of  the  taxable  property,  most  of  whom  now  have  water  and 
fire  protection,  to  ask  them  to  contribute  two-thirds  of  $700,000  plus 
the  interest  on  the  loan  in  order  to  provide  such  benefits  for  the 
one-third  who  will  pay  back  only  one-third  of  the  cost?”  Your  Com- 
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mittee  would  answer  this  by  pointing  out  that,  since  1934  when  the 
present  system  was  installed  until  now,  the  property  owners  in  these 
unserved  sections  have  contributed  one-third  of  the  cost  to  date 
without  getting  any  of  the  benefits.  Furthermore,  it  is  to  the  pre¬ 
sently  undeveloped  areas  of  Harwich  that  we  must  look  for  the  future 
development  and  increase  in  taxable  values,  so  these  areas  will  in  the 
future  contribute  a  rising  part  of  the  cost  while  the  demand  upon 
the  presently  supplied  sections  will  diminish. 

ALTERNATE  POSSIBILITIES 

If  the  Voters  of  Harwich  are  not  willing  to  incur  the  obligation 
of  raising  and  paying  back  $700,000  plus  a  total  of  about  $105,000  for 
interest  over  the  period  of  15  years,  then  what  about  borrowing  less 
money  to  pay  for  the  most  needed  extensions,  and  into  the  areas 
where  the  most  takers  will  be  found  in  proportion  to  the  cost?  There 
is  no  way  of  surely  knowing  how  many  householders  will  pay  the 
installation  charge  and  the  annual  water  charge  which  at  present  is 
a  minimum  of  $24.  The  only  way  of  estimating  is  to  count  the  number 
of  homes  and  stores  adjacent  to  the  streets  through  which  it  is 
planned  to  lay  the  mains  and  compare  that  number  with  the  cost. 
This  is  shown  in  the  following  exhibit:

various  extensions  per  home.  This  is  explained  by  pointing  out  that 
the  distances  and  the  size  of  water  mains  account  for  the  cost  of  the 
installation,  while  that  cost  divided  by  the  number  of  homes  along 
the  way  determines  the  cost  per  home.  For  example,  to  supply  water 
to  the  East  Harwich  village  will  require  laying  23,600  ft.  of  10”  pipe 
and  2,200  ft.  of  8”  pipe  (5  miles)  at  a  cost  of  $166,000.,  and  then 
there  will  be  only  about  82  takers  at  the  most,  which  means  an  average 
cost  of  $2,024. 

To  supply  water  to  the  North  Harwich  village  will  require  laying 
14,600  ft.  of  8”  pipe  (about  2.7  miles)  at  a  cost  of  $84,700.,  and  there 
will  be  a  possible  110  takers  at  an  average  cost  of  $770. 

Now,  you  will  note  that  by  laying  2,400  ft.  of  6”  pipe  on  Dobles  Point 
we  can  supply  19  homes  at  an  average  cost  of  $770.,  while  if  2,200  ft. 
of  6”  pipe  is  laid  to  supply  the  29  homes  on  Willow  Street  the  cost 
will  average  only  $387. 

SHOULD  WE  SPEND  ANY  MONEY  FOR  THESE  EXTENSIONS? 


There  is  a  commercal  or  business  side  to  this  matter  which  ought 
to  be  clearly  explained  and  understood  by  every  voter  and  property 
owner.  Disregard  at  this  point  all  consideration  of  personal  con¬ 
venience  and  health,  and  think  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  as  a  business 
in  which  we  are  all  partners.  We  have  to  maintain  schools,  roads, 
present  services,  pay  our  part  of  the  State  and  County  taxes  and  our 
own  running  costs.  All  of  this  comes  out  of  the  taxes  assessed  against 
the  value  of  our  individual  properties.  The  more  valuable  your  pro¬ 
perty  the  more  money  you  are  taxed  and  must  contribute.  If  valu¬ 
able  property  is  destroyed  then  the  man  who  lost  it  ceases  to  pay  his 
share  of  the  taxes,  and  the  more  the  rest  of  us  must  contribute.  It  is 
bad  when  any  family  loses  its  home,  but  it  is  worse  for  all  the  rest  of 
us  if  any  of  the  valuable  homes  along  the  shore  area  or  in  the  more 
closely  built  up  areas  are  destroyed. 

Then  it  stands  to  reason  that  we  should  all  want  good  fire  pro¬ 
tection  through  the  West  Harwich,  Harwich  Port,  Sequatucket  Bluffs, 
and  some  other  areas,  so  if  any  fire  does  start  there  it  can  be  ex¬ 
tinguished  or  kept  from  spreading  into  other  nearby  homes.  It  would 
be  a  bad  blow  to  the  Town  and  to  the  merchants  if  Snow  Inn,  Hotel 
Belmont,  or  The  Melrose  Hotel  should  burn.  It  would  be  bad  if  a 
fire  should  sweep  through  the  old  “Camp  Meeting  Grounds”  area 
of  Harwich  Port,  where  so  many  cottages  are  built  too  close  to  each 
other  and  so  could  all  be  destroyed  in  one  conflagration. 

To  keep  our  own  tax  contributions  down  we  must  provide  ample 
water  and  fire  hydrants  for  these  areas. 

It  must  also  be  recognized  that  these  areas  are  the  fastest 
growing  sections  of  our  Town;  that  more  buildings  are  being  erected 


and  the  greatest  increase  in  our  taxable  values  are  coming  from  there. 
These  property  owners  are  thus  making  a  greater  contribution  to 
our  taxes. 

Futhermore,  many  of  those  who  have  built  fine  summer  homes 
along  the  shore  are  wealthy  enough  to  be  able  to  abandon  them  and 
quit  our  area  if  we  don’t  give  them  water  and  fire  protection,  and 
that  would  be  bad  for  the  rest  of  us. 

Thus,  it  seems  only  good  business  judgement  to  spend  the  money 
necessary  to  extend  the  water  and  fire  protection  to  certain  parts 
of  our  Town. 

WHO  IS  GOING  TO  PAY  FOR  THE  EXTENSIONS? 

Wherever  water  mains  are  laid  hydrants  for  fire  protection  will 
be  installed.  Thus  even  if  the  occupant  of  a  home  does  not  take  the 
water  service  he  will  get  the  benefit  of  the  fire  protection. 

Even  though  the  water  mains  and  hydrants  are  installed  along 
land  where  no  houses  have  been  built,  the  very  fact  that  water  and 
fire  protection  are  available  will  increase  the  value  of  the  land  to 
prospective  puchasers;  it  will  stimulate  building,  and  that  in  itself  will 
tend  to  make  the  value  of  the  land  rise.  Everyone  knows  this. 

Thus  those  owning  property  and  living  along  the  route  of  the 
water  mains  should  be  willing  to  make  a  fair  contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  the  extensions,  plus  the  usual  annual  charge  for  the  water 
they  consume. 

No  figures  are  available  to  show  the  breakdown  of  the  $10,364,530 
of  assessed  values  between  the  various  villages,  but  we  are  told  that 
about  two-thirds  of  the  total  value  and  about  two-thirds  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  now  have  water  and  fire  protection.  Using  this  as  a  basis,  we 
can  say  roughly  that  over  the  past  17  years  since  our  water  system 
was  first  installed  about  one -third  of  the  cost  has  been  contributed 
by  those  who  have  not  had  any  benefit  therefrom.  So  now  it  is  only 
fair  that  those  who  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  water  and  fire  pro¬ 
tection  should  be  willing  to  contribute  their  share  of  the  cost  of 
these  extensions. 

HOW  SHALL  THE  MONEY  BE  RAISED? 

We  have  indicated  that  if  $700,000  is  to  be  borrowed  it  will  re¬ 
quire  raising  about  $60,666  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  charge 
during  the  first  year,  and  a  diminishing  amount  for  the  succeeding 
years  in  order  to  complete  the  payment  in  15  years. 

If  the  Voters  approve  only  $350,000  loan  to  take  care  of  the  most 
necessary  extensions,  the  cost  for  the  first  year  will  be  $30,333  and  a 
diminishing  amount  in  each  succeeding  year. 

On  the  basis  of  the  present  total  assessed  value  of  $10,364,530 
the  $700,000  loan  will  require  an  increase  of  $5.85  per  $1,000  during 
the  first  year,  and  somewhat  less  in  each  succeeding  year.  Or  the 
$350,000  loan  will  require  a  $2.93  rise  in  the  tax  rate.  Of  course  this 
will  be  an  increase  on  top  of  whatever  is  required  for  all  other  ap¬ 
propriations  to  operate  the  Town. 

Putting  it  another  way,  in  1950  on  a  tax  rate  of  $36.00  per  $1,000 
the  Town  raised  $346,506.  We  would  have  to  pay  17%  more  than 
the  1950  taxes  to  raise  the  $60,666  required  by  a  $700,000  loan,  or 
8V2%  more  for  a  $350,000. 

Now,  our  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  real  estate  people  say,, 
“Don’t  talk  about  increasing  the  tax  rate;  raise  the  assessed  values 
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instead  and  keep  the  rate  down.  So  long  as  the  Harwich  tax  rate  is 
lower  than  that  of  most  other  towns,  buyers  and  developers  will  be 
attracted  to  our  Town.”  That  makes  sense,  doesn’t  it?  So  how  about 
Voting  to  authorize  our  Board  of  Assessors  to  increase  the  assess¬ 
ments  enough  to  provide  the  required  amount  of  principal  and  in¬ 
terest  on  the  water  bonds,  instead  of  increasing  the  rate  of  taxation? 

SHOULD  WE  MAKE  THE  EXTENSION  IN  1952? 

The  water  works  engineers  tell  us  that  cast  iron  pipe  and  fittings 
are  now  available,  and  that  deliveries  can  be  secured  within  about 
two  months  of  placing  the  orders.  It  is  not  certain  how  much  longer 
this  will  be  true,  nor  what  will  happen  to  the  future  cost  of  pipe  and 
labor,  nor  what  government  controls  will  be.  There  is  also  a  recent 
tendency  for  rates  of  interest  to  rise.  There  seems  to  be  nothing  to 
indicate  that  the  cost  of  making  this  extension  will  ever  be  less  than 
at  present.  So  if  the  property  owners  and  voters  of  Harwich  want  the 
water  and  fire  protection  system  extended  at  all,  now  is  a  good 
time  to  do  it. 

There  was  a  splendid  number  of  new  homes  erected  in  1950  and 
1951,  many  of  them  built  for  year  around  occupancy.  For  various  good 
reasons  an  increasing  number  of  permanent  residents  are  coming  to 
Harwich.  The  value  of  commercial  buildings  has  increased.  All  of  this 
means  larger  taxable  values  and  more  income  for  the  support  of  our 
Town  and  an  easing  up  of  the  tax  burden  on  each  one  of  us.  The  rate 
was  $36.00  per  $1,000  of  assessed  value  in  1950  and  $32.00  in  1951. 
While  a  bond  issue  for  Water  Works  extension  will  add  somewhat  to 
our  tax  burden  for  the  first  year  or  two,  it  seems  conservative  to 
estimate  that  a  continuing  growth  in  taxable  values  will  thereafter 
tend  to  offset  the  tax  load. 

In  the  judgement  of  your  committee,  now  is  as  good  a  time  as  we 
can  expect  to  have  in  which  to  extend  the  water  mains  and  fire 
hydrants.

The  policeman’s  job  is  hard.  He  is  exposed  to  all 
weathers  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night.  In  emergencies 
he  is  on  duty  sometimes  extra  continuous  wearing  hours. 
He  must  grapple,  without  hesitation  with  any  situation  that 
arises,  no  matter  at  what  risk  of  life. 

The  public  must  remember  that  the  police  cannot  be 
all  over  and  in  all  places  at  one  time  because  your  force  is 
undermanned.  Unthinking  citizens  bitterly  complain  about 
the  lack  of  police  protection  given  their  neighborhood;  or 
why  a  policeman  isn’t  stationed  at  a  particularly  dangerous 
inter-section ;  your  police  force  has  not  grown  in  proportion 
to  the  increase  in  population  of  your  Town.

I  also  wish  at  this  time,  to  thank  all  the  regular  and 
special  officers  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Report  of 
Veterans’  Agent 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

Again  it  becomes  my  privilege  to  report  to  you  on  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  the  veterans  of  Harwich  and  their 
patience  in  meeting  their  temporary  emergencies. 

At  the  start  of  the  year  this  Department  attempted  to 
anticipate  a  budget  which  would  provide  adequate  funds 
to  alleviate  all  cases.  In  the  spirit  of  economy  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  the  voters  suggested  that  we  might 
attempt  a  lower  appropriation  and  as  a  result  it  was  agreed 
that  the  proposed  budget  be  reduced  by  $3500. 

Then  began  a  series  of  hospital  admissions  until  during 
the  year  we  handled  17  cases  and  screened  1458  separate 
applications.  The  result  was  inevitable.  During  the  late 
summer  we  were  obliged  to  appear  before  the  Finance 
Committee  and  seek  additional  funds  to  carry  on  our  es¬ 
sential  work.  However,  we  suggested  that  $2500  would 
be  sufficient  and  this  proved  enough  to  complete  the  year 
without  neglecting  any  veteran  or  his  family. 

We  had  a  new  problem  presented  this  year  which  is 
still  not  wholly  solved.  The  Korean  veterans,  with  de¬ 
pendents  at  home,  find  themselves  policemen  on  the  United 
Nations  Police  force  according  to  the  Administration  in 
Washington.  However,  with  the  liberal  interpretation  by 
the  Commonwealth  through  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans’ 
Services,  we  have  handled  the  problem  through  War  Allow- 
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anee.  May  1952  end  the  need  for  this  type  of  assistance 
through  peace.  The  whole  of  Korea  is  not  worth  the  life 
of  even  ONE  of  our  Harwich  boys  and  may  we  soon  see 
the  end  of  fighting  there  and  throughout  the  world. 

We  acknowledge  the  patriotic  cooperation  of  our  Wel¬ 
fare  Department  at  all  times,  as  well  as  the  fine  spirit  of  all 
town  officials.  We  also  remind  the  citizens  that  every 
dollar  authorized  by  the  Commonwealth  in  all  cases  through 
the  Veterans’  Services,  the  State  reimburses  the  Town  50%. 
We  salute  the  attitude  of  all  veterans  who  prefer  work  to 
assistance,  and  especially  are  we  grateful  for  the  unselfish 
and  faithful  services  of  the  Advisory  Council,  with  Miss 
Adelyn  Peabody  giving  the  town  and  the  veterans  unusual 
attention. 

Again  thank  you  for  your  confidence  in  this  Department 
and  may  1952  be  the  year  of  PEACE  which  we  all  crave  and 
pray  for.

Report  of 

Moth  Superintendent  and 
Tree  Warden 


Having  had  the  pleasure  and  opportunity  of  serving  as 
Moth  Superintendent  and  Tree  Warden  for  five  years,  it 
was  with  deep  regret  that  on  February  17,  1951,  I  received 
a  letter  from  the  local  authorities  stating  that  my  appoint¬ 
ment  terminated  as  of  February  16.  As  the  original  appoint¬ 
ment  did  not  expire  until  March  1,  1951, 1  continued  in  office 
until  that  date.  I  have  never  been  given  a  reason  for  this 
action. 

During  this  period  of  time,  some  of  the  work  planned  be¬ 
fore  Town  Meeting,  was  completed. 

The  State  Department  of  Conservation  had  requested  a 
thorough  survey  be  made  for  any  new  gypsy  moth  egg 
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clusters.  Eight  men  employed  by  the  Moth  Department  cov¬ 
ered  approximately  four  hundred  (400),  acres  of  heavy  un¬ 
derbrush  without  finding  one  gypsy  moth  egg,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  for  the  second  year  that  the  gypsy  moths 
appear  to  be  completely  eradicated  from  this  town.  As  these 
pests  increase  very  rapidly,  a  thorough  trapping  and  scout¬ 
ing  program  carried  on  each  year,  is  the  only  method  of 
preventing  these  moths  from  getting  another  start  on  the 
Cape. 

Since  the  elm  bark  beetle,  carriers  of  the  dreaded  Dutch 
Elm  Disease,  use  dead  elm  wood  for  breeding  places,  it  was 
necessary  to  prune  many  of  the  large  elm  trees  near  the 
Ship’s  Bell  on  Bank  street. 

The  Tree  Warden  department  fertilized  all  the  small 
shade  trees  set  out  by  the  town.  Several  large  shade  trees 
which  received  extensive  pruning  during  the  Summer  of 
1950,  were  also  fertilized. 

Five  shade  trees,  three  maples,  and  two  weeping  willows 
were  set  out  along  Bank  street,  replacing  others  that  had 
died. 

Several  large  dead  shade  trees  in  Pleasant  Lake,  were 
removed.  These  trees  had  become  dangerous  to  people  tra¬ 
velling  upon  the  highway.  One  dead  elm  tree  in  Harwich 
Center  was  also  taken  down,  because  of  the  danger  it  created.

Report  of 

Moth  Superintendent  and 
Tree  Warden 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  report  as  Tree  Warden 
and  Moth  Superintendent  for  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

The  shade  trees  were  all  sprayed  once  as  a  protective 
measure  against  any  and  all  insects.  However,  it  became 
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necessary  to  respray  the  Maple  trees  as  a  blight  set  in  during 
the  month  of  July.  Unfortunately,  the  only  way  to  combat 
a  blight  is  to  spray  before  it  hits,  but  once  it  is  seen  it  can 
only  be  held  in  check.  This  blight  seemed  to  hit  our  young 
trees  the  hardest,  therefore  this  program  should  be  carried 
on  at  least  for  the  next  two  years  to  rid  the  Town  of  this 
disease. 

The  Elm  trees  were  sprayed  twice  for  the  Elm  Bark  Beetle 
and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  This  department  has  been  advised 
that  another  spraying  should  be  applied  each  year  in  order 
to  avoid  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

The  new  plantings  of  trees  set  out  by  the  committee  es¬ 
tablished  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  1946  were  fertilized  and 
pruned,  and  where  necessary  the  dead  ones  removed  al¬ 
together.  These  young  trees  should  be  given  very  strict  at¬ 
tention  in  the  future  or  the  Town  stands  to  lose  a  good  per¬ 
centage  of  them  if  they  are  neglected  again. 

It  is  the  hope  of  this  department  that  the  voters  will  see 
fit  to  continue  to  plant  new  trees,  at  least  one  for  every  one 
removed  in  the  Town. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  trapping  program  was  carried  on  once 
again  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  state  that  not  one  male  moth 
was  caught  in  this  Town.  We  should  be  very  thankful  and 
appreciative  for  the  work  done  by  the  U.  S.  D.  A.,  and  the 
towns  on  the  Cape  for  the  apparent  elimination  of  this  de¬ 
structive  pest. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Public,  Town  Offi¬ 
cials,  and  their  respective  departments  for  their  cooperation 
with  me  this  past  year.

Report  of 

Cemetery  Commission 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

This  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commission¬ 
ers  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1951. 

The  Cemetery  Commission  has  gone  through  a  period  of 
transition  due  to  the  great  loss  of  Hon.  John  T.  Wood,  who 
has  served  this  Commission  as  Chairman  since  its  inception, 
and  who  has  devoted  so  much  time  and  effort  to  its  work. 

Mr.  Wood  is  greatly  missed,  and  the  Town  of  Harwich  has 
lost  a  great  public  servant  in  his  passing. 

The  two  remaining  Commissioners  have  carried  on  the 
work  with  John  Roderick  as  Superintendent.  We  have 
carried  into  execution  some  of  the  plans  laid  out  by  the  late 
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Mr.  Wood,  which  have  been  a  definite  improvement  to  the 
existing  Cemeteries. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  cutting  of  grass  and  mowing  and 
trimming,  we  have  painted  the  fence  at  the  West  Harwich 
Cemetery,  and  the  iron  work  on  the  Sears  tomb.  The  Har¬ 
wich  Center  Cemetery,  has  had  some  grading  done,  and 
the  portions  of  the  fence  that  were  not  painted  last  year 
have  been  completed,  and  the  iron  work  on  several  lots  has 
been  painted,  and  the  remaining  stumps  have  been  removed. 
The  South  Harwich  Cemetery  has  been  improved  consider¬ 
ably  and  we  have  been  able  to  grade  a  portion  of  the  front, 
and  clean  up  the  unsightly  piles  of  sand  in  the  northeast 
corner.  At  the  East  Harwich  Methodist  Cemetery,  we  have 
completed  the  painting  of  the  fence,  repaired  several  broken 
headstones,  and  painted  the  iron  work  on  several  of  the 
lots. 

The  appropriation  of  $1000  was  insufficient  to  carry  out 
the  entire  program,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  taxpayers 
will  see  fit  to  give  us  an  increase  of  $500  for  the  year  1952 
so  that  we  may  continue  on  with  the  work  that  has  been 
planned,  and  it  is  our  sincere  hope  that  we  can  bring  the 
Cemeteries  up  to  the  standard  which  is  expected  by  the 
citizens  of  the  Town. 

I  wish  to  draw  to  the  attention  of  the  Citizens  of  Harwich 
the  need  for  future  planning,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  at 
this  time  some  consideration  should  be  given  to  acquiring  a 
new  burying  ground  in  the  Town  of  sufficient  size  and 
location  to  accomodate  the  present  and  future  needs. 

Of  the  Cemeteries  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Cemetery  Commission  at  Harwich,  there  are  no  lots  available 
and  no  opportunity  for  expansion. 

The  Evergreen  Cemetery  at  East  Harwich,  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  at  Harwich  Port,  Pinewood  Cemetery  at  West  Harwich, 
and  the  North  Harwich  Cemetery,  are  not  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Cemetery  Commission  at  this  time,  however, 
at  any  time  that  the  trustees  of  these  Cemeteries  see  fit  to 
turn  over  their  property  and  assets  to  the  Town  for  super¬ 
vision  and  care  by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners,  they  may  do 
so  under  the  enabling  legislation  that  exists.  There  are  some 
lots  available  in  these  last  named  Cemeteries,  which  will 
serve  the  needs  of  the  several  communities  for  a  short  period 
of  time. 
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It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  Cemetery  Commission  that 
some  thought  Avill  be  given  and  some  program  arranged  for 
planning  and  acquisition  of  a  new  Cemetery  within  the 
Town  in  the  very  near  future.

1951  Report 

Harwich  Planning  Board 

The  Harwich  Planning  Board  is  completing  three  years 
of  service  during  which  we  have  had  excellent  co-opera¬ 
tion  from  various  Civil  Engineers  in  surveying  and  pre¬ 
paring  plans  for  sub-division ;  the  owners  of  properties 
being  sub-divided ;  Board  of  Selectmen  in  referring  re¬ 
quests  to  us  promptly;  the  Water  Department  office;  Dr. 
Moore ;  County  Health  Officer  and  the  Building  Inspector, 
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and  we  wisli  to  record  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all 
of  them. 

This  board  has  held  a  number  of  meetings  and  hear¬ 
ings  during  the  year  to  pass  on  sub-division  plans,  both 
preliminary  and  final.  Eight  (8)  final  plans  have  been  ap¬ 
proved,  five  (5^  preliminary  plans  reviewed,  but  final 
plans  not  yet  completed,  and  three  (3)  other  properties 
reviewed  for  suggested  sub-division  to  heirs  of  owners. 

The  Protective  By-Law  for  West  Harwich  and  Harwich 
Port,  voted  at  our  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  spon¬ 
sored  by  this  Board  was  promptly  submitted  to  the  Attor¬ 
ney  General’s  Office,  finally  approved  by  them  and  pro¬ 
mulgated  June  15th,  1951.  Printed  copies  were  prepared 
and  paid  for  from  Planning  Board  appropriations, 
mailed  to  out  of  town  tax  payers  in  these  two  areas,  as 
well  as  general  distribution  to  our  town  people. 

This  Protective  By-Law  immediately  created  a  much 
needed  zoning  protection  in  these  closely  built-up  areas, 
and  brought  requests  for  extension  to  South  Harwich.  This 
Board  has  now  prepared  the  necessary  data  for  this  ex¬ 
tension  with  some  necessary  corrections,  and  after  proper 
advertising  called  for  a  public  hearing  held  December 
20th  in  the  High  School  building.  As  a  result  proper  articles 
are  submitted  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  in  February.

The  Shellfish  Warden  1951 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  our  shellfish  program, 
going  into  its  third  year  of  propagation,  is  progressing 
exceptionally  well.  Round  Cove  has  an  abundance  of  qua- 
haugs,  but  it  is  advisable  to  keep  that  area  closed  until 
next  November,  due  to  the  large  quantity  of  seed  that  has 
not  quite  attained  its  size. 

In  June  I  planted  130  bu.  of  oysters  in  Round  Cove,  which 
is  a  natural  planting  area  for  oysters  because  of  its  fresh 
water  springs,  There  is  an  excellent  set  of  spat  collected 
on  the  shells  of  the  adult  oysters.  This  spat  will  be  taken 
off  next  Fall,  and  used  as  seed,  and  then  the  Cove  can  be 
opened  for  the  taking  of  the  adult  oysters.  I  consider  that 
Round  Cove  is  ready  for  controlled  shellfishing  for  six 
months  of  the  year,  beginning  next  Fall. 

Wychmere  Harbor  is  now  fully  seeded  with  clams  and 
is,  or  has  been,  open  to  controlled  shellfishing.  I  am  told 
by  State  Marine  Fishery  officials  that  this  area  is  the  most 
densely  seeded  area  of  any  place  on  the  Cape  for  its  size. 

Stoney  Flat  is  closed  and  will  be  closed  until  the  Spring 
of  1953.  There  are  no  large  quahaugs  there  compared  to  the 
great  amount  of  seed.  It  is  advisable  to  let  this  seed  grow, 
although  Stoney  Flat  is  a  natural  seeding  area  and  always 
has  been. 

This  year  we  are  going  to  take  a  try  at  Allen  Harbor. 
This  Harbor  is  probably  the  most  fished  of  any  of  our  tide¬ 
waters,  and  although  it  is  a  good  seeding  and  growing  area, 
it  does  not  reproduce  enough  for  the  demand.  There  will 
be  oysters  and  quahaugs  planted  in  one  half  of  the  harbor 
this  Spring,  and  that  seeded  half  will  be  closed. 

Herring  River  is  a  hard  place  to  shellfish.  The  Com¬ 
mercial  men  are  working  it  some.  There  are  between  six 
and  seven  thousand  bushels  of  oysters  there  in  deep  water. 

The  outside  beaches  at  South  Bay  and  Pleasant  Bay  have 
an  ample  supply  of  quahaugs.  The  easiest  way  to  get  them 
is  during  the  summer  while  wearing  a  bathing  suit,  and 
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using  a  scratcher,  as  they  grow  in  three  to  four  feet  of  water 
at  low  tide. 

Pleasant  Bay  has  a  very  good  set  of  scallop  seed  for  next 
year. 

Next  Fall  there  should  be  enough  shellfish  for  every¬ 
one  who  wants  them.  Please  follow  the  rules  and  regulations 
and  don’t  waste  our  shellfish  by  taking  seed,  or  by  taking 
more  than  you  need. 

If  you  want  any  information  at  any  time,  just  call  me 
on  the  phone  and  I  will  be  more  than  glad  to  help  you.

The  Playground  and  Recreation 

Commission 

This  is  the  second  report  of  the  Harwich  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission  which  once  again  reports  a 
year  of  progress  and  growth  in  planned  and  guided  re¬ 
creation  in  the  Town  of  Harwich.  And  again  the  greater 
part  of  the  credit  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Recreation 
Advisory  Council  which  serves  in  a  working  as  well  as 
an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Commission. 

The  Recreation  building  has  been  open  daily  under 
the  supervision  of  a  full-time  custodian  provided  by  the 
Commission,  and  has  been  used  to  capacity  for  a  program 
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of  diversified  activities,  including  Girl  Scouts,  Grange, 
County  Extension  service  courses,  Boy  Scout  drum  and 
bugle  corps,  public  and  private  meetings,  arts  and  crafts 
classes,  and  the  Harwich  Teen-age  Club  which  is  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Harwich  Parent-Teacher  Association.  In  the 
12  month  i>eriod  there  has  been  a  total  participation  of 
14,685  persons  using  the  building. 

During  July  and  August,  the  Commission  sponsored 
the  Village  Play  School  for  children  of  permanent  and 
summer  residents,  which  for  the  second  year  proved  suc¬ 
cessful,  but  pointed  the  need  for  a  program  to  include  a 
wider-range  age  group.  The  Commission  is  considering 
plans  for  a  larger  recreation  area  and  playground  which 
will  be  presented  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  feel  that  our  original  premise,  —  that  in  a  recrea¬ 
tion  program  for  Harwich,  while  the  facilities  should  be 
furnished  from  public  funds  the  program  as  far  as  pos¬ 
sible  should  be  furnished  by  the  participants,  —  has  been 
amply  proved,  and  that  a  low-cost  worthwhile  program  of 
planned  recreation  has  resulted. 

The  Commission  is  asking  the  same  appropriation 
as  last  year.  We  feel  that  by  careful  planning,  with  no 
increase  in  cost  to  the  taxpayer,  we  can  present  a  much- 
needed  program  of  planned  recreation. 

In  this  we  will  be  materially  aided  by  the  Recreation 
Advisory  Council  whose  report  on  its  activities,  follows.

Recreation  Advisory  Council 

The  Harwich  Recreation  Advisory  Council  reports  a 
most  successful  year.  Classes  have  been  held  in  the  Recrea¬ 
tion  building  for  all  age  groups,  in  ceramics,  leathercraft, 
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block-printing,  wood-working,  tray-stenciling,  oil  painting, 
furniture  decorating  and  rug-making.  Instruction  in  pre- 
teen  age  square  dancing,  sponsored  by  the  council,  has 
been  held  in  Exchange  Hall.  These  classes  are  self-sup¬ 
porting;  approximately  $1,309.00  has  been  taken  in  and 
paid  out  on  these  projects. 

More  than  2500  persons  attended  the  outdoor  square 
dances  held  each  week  during  the  summer,  with  an  av¬ 
erage  attendance  of  150  persons  at  the  dances  held  during 
the  winter  in  Exchange  Hall.  36  young  people  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  tennis  instruction  provided  by  the  Council  this  sum¬ 
mer  ;  swimming  classes  for  summer  and  permanent  residents 
were  filled  to  capacity. 

A  brochure  giving  pertinent  data  and  showing  pictures 
of  the  projects  carried  on  by  the  Council  and  the  Com¬ 
mission,  was  sponsored  jointly  by  the  two  groups  and  was 
widely  distributed  receiving  favorable  comment  from 
individuals  not  only  in  the  New  England  area  but  from 
other  parts  of  the  country  as  well. 

Prizes  were  awarded  the  Council  for  its  decorated 
lioats  entered  in  the  Chatham  Fourth  of  July  parade  and 
the  Eastham  Tercentenary  parade  in  August.  The  Council 
also  gained  recognition  for  its  “Peace”  float  entered  in  the 
Harwich  Armistice  Day  parade. 

A  public  address  system  was  purchased  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  and  is  available  to  responsible  parties  for  various  ac¬ 
tivities. 

Plans  are  underway  for  Little  League  Baseball  and 
other  activities  to  include  all  age  groups.

The  Herring  Committee  wishes  to  report  that  due  to 
the  fact  that  Harwich  owns  no  seining  pool,  the  fishery  was 
sold  at  auction  for  $165.00.  The  town  of  Brewster  at  the 
same  time  sold  their  fishery  for  $815.00.  This  differen¬ 
tial  for  fisheries  of  approximately  the  same  size  has  been 
consistant  for  many  years  and  has  cost  the  town  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars.  The  only  available  pool  is  in  private 
hands  and  thus  effectively  eliminates  any  chance  for  com¬ 
petitive  bidding.  The  committee  endorsed  an  article  in

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  work  done  on  the  high¬ 
ways  for  the  year  of  1951. 

An  unusual  amount  of  patching  and  maintenance  work 
has  been  necessary  this  year  because  of  the  heavy  frosts 
which  caused  considerable  damage  to  the  roads.  Gravel 
roads  have  been  scraped  and  graded  several  times,  brush 
cut  and  mowed  in  different  sections  of  towns,  drains  cleaned 
and  repaired,  catch  basins  installed  where  necessary  and 
needed.  Street  and  traffic  signs  have  been  replaced  and 
erected  where  needed.  Wooden  and  cement  guard  posts 
have  been  painted,  repaired  a,nd  replaced  where  needed. 
This  work  is  continued  every  year. 

As  we  all  know  the  costs  of  material,  equipment  and

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unsettled  conditions,  as 
everyone  knows,  and  it  has  had  its  effect  on  the  tire  de¬ 
partment  as  well  as  business  and  our  everyday  domestic 
lives. 

Again,  this  year,  the  rising  costs  for  everything  we  use 
has  necessitated  a  request  for  an  increase  in  our  yearly  op¬ 
erating  expenses.  As  the  1951  appropriation  statistics  show 
it  was  impossible  to  keep  within  our  allotted  sums.  This 
situation  was  not  caused  by  the  purchase  of  frills  and  lux¬ 
uries,  but  by  the  running  expenses  of  reasonable  operation 
and  protection  commensurate  with  the  safety  of  you,  the 
townspeople,  and  our  summer  visitors. 

Statistics  show  that  the  Rescue  Squad  accounted  for 
nearly  half  of  our  responses,  or  in  other  words,  it  has  prac¬ 
tically  doubled  our  number  of  alarms  for  a  given  period.  I 
believe  that  is  reason  enough  to  assume  that  it  was  a  ser¬ 
vice  the  town  needed  badly. 

I  took  charge  of  the  department  on  1  September,  after 
a  year’s  leave  of  absence  spent  in  the  armed  forces,  thereby 
relieving  Captain  Charles  A.  Hall  who  was  Acting  Chief 
during  that  period.  I  will  state  right  here  and  now  that  he 
performed  a  creditable  job  and  is  deserving  of  a  good  old- 
fashioned  pat  on  the  back. 

The  Harwich  Fire  Department  is  one  of  the  few  depart¬ 
ments  on  the  Cape  that  carries  out  an  organized  monthly 
program  of  drills  in  fire  fighting,  first  aid,  and  rescue  work. 
It  is  a  bit  of  an  expense,  but  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that 
it  pays  dividends.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  your  fire  de¬ 
partment  has  an  unofficial  reputation  of  being  2nd  to  none 
on  the  Cape,  both  with  the  local  insurance  adjustment  bur¬ 
eau  and  the  State  Fire  Marshall’s  Office,  and  we  are  a  smaller 
department,  both  in  apparatus  and  personnel  than  is  found 
in  six  other  Cape  Cod  Towns. 

During  October  1950  an  inspection  of  fire  protection 
facilities  was  made  in  Harwich  by  the  New  England  Fire 
Insurance  Rating  Association,  and  the  report  of  said  in- 


spection  was  received  on  January  15,  1951.  This  inspection 
was  requested  by  myself  and  as  a  result  Harwich  fell  into 
7th  Class  for  specifically  rated  property  and  Grade  “D”  for 
property  subject  to  minimum  rates,  rather  than  8th  Class 
and  Grade  “D”  respectively  as  was  formerly  the  case.  This 
has  meant  a  saving  of  from  10%  to  40%  on  business  and 
commercial  insurance  premiums  throughout  the  town.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  dwelling  rate  remains  the  same,  but  my 
aim  is  to  eventually  ge  the  town  from  Class  “D”  to  Class 
“C”  which  will  greatly  reduce  dwelling  insurance  premiums 
also.  The  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association 
prepared  comprehensive  recommendations  for  improvement 
in  their  report.  The  following  recommendations  if  satisfac¬ 
torily  carried  out  would  permit  the  New  England  Fire  In¬ 
surance  Rating  Association  to  grade  Harwich  in  6th  Class 
for  specifically  rated  property  (BUSINESS  AND  COM¬ 
MERCIAL)  and  Grade  “C”  for  property  subject  to  mini¬ 
mum  rates.  (DWELLING). 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


WATER  SUPPLY 

4  (a)  That  internal  hazards  at  the  pumping  station  be 
minimized  by  isolation  of  the  oil  furnace  within  a  fire-resis¬ 
tive  section  and  by  elimination  of  inside  storage  of  gasoline 
and  fuel  oil.  There  should  be  no  unprotected  openings  be¬ 
tween  the  heater  room  and  the  rest  of  the  building. 

5  (b)  That  all  gate  valves  be  inspected  at  least  once 
each  year  and  proper  records  maintained  of  inspection  and 
operation. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

9  (a)  That  the  full  paid  force  be  increased  in  strength 

by  the  appointment  of  sufficient  additional  men  to  provide 
a  minimum  on  duty  at  any  time  in  accordance  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  table :

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Note :  It  will  be  noted  that  the  recommended 
appointments  will  provide  only  drivers  for  ap¬ 
paratus.  A  program  should  be  adopted  provid¬ 
ing  for  subsequent  additional  appointments 
until  the  required  number  of  full  paid  men  on 
duty  at  any  time  is  established.  Full  paid  chief 
officers  cannot  be  credited  as  full  paid  firemen 
on  duty  in  complying  with  this  recommenda¬ 
tion. 

10  (a)  That  until  the  department  is  operated  entirely  on 

a  full  paid  basis,  a  supplementary  force  of  call  firemen  be 
maintained.  This  force,  arranged  in  separate  company  or¬ 
ganizations  for  each  pumper  and  the  ladder  truck,  should 
be  of  such  numerical  strength  and  reliability  as  to  ensure  the 
response  of  ten  men  and  an  officer,  exclusive  of  the  full 
paid  force,  from  each  company. 

14  (b)  That  sufficient  additional  21/2-inch  double  jacket 

cotton  rubber  lined  hose  be  purchased  to  provide  a  com¬ 
plete  spare  shift  in  quarters  for  each  pumping  engine. 

18  (a)  That  suitable  drilling  facilities  be  provided  and 

definite  arrangements  made  for  their  regular  and  frequent 
use.  All  members  to  be  systematically  trained  in  the  use  of 
all  appliances,  quick  handling  of  hose  and  ladders,  ventila¬ 
tion,  salvage  work  and  life  saving.  These  drills,  to  be  effec¬ 
tive,  must  be  intensely  carried  on  with  active  participation 
by  all  members  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  officer 
designated  as  drillmaster,  who  should  be  a  graduate  of  a 
drill  school  and  experienced  in  modern  fire  methods.  Special 
training  shall  be  provided  for  drivers  and  operators  of 
pumping  engines  and  ladder  trucks. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

22  (a)  That  a  fire  alarm  telegraph  system  with  street 

boxes  be  provided ;  to  be  a  part  of  the  fire  department,  under 
the  direction  of  the  chief  and  maintained  by  a  qualified 
superintendent  of  fire  alarms. 

22  (b)  Apparatus  to  include  the  essential  features  of  a 

municipal  system,  Class  B  type,  having  an  initial  capactiy  of 
at  least  4  box  and  a  separate  alarm  circuit  and  installed  in 
accordance  with  the  Standards  of  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  for  the  Installation,  Maintenance  and 
Use  of  Municipal  Fire  Alarm  Systems.  To  be  housed  in  a 
building  of  fire  resistive  construction,  so  located  and  de- 
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signed  as  to  reduce  as  far  as  possible  all  liability  of  interrup¬ 
tion  of  service. 

Note:  If  all  boxes  and  the  associated  circuits 
and  equipment  are  designed  and  installed  to 
provide  for  receipt  of  alarms  through  the 
ground  in  case  of  a  break  in  any  circuit,  this 
requirement  may  be  reduced  to  at  least  2  box 
circuits  and  a  separate  alarm  circuit 

22  (c)  That  the  fire  station  be  properly  connected  to  the 

system  with  suitable  audible  and  recording  devices. 

22  (d)  That  the  outside  alarm  device  be  connected  to  a 

separate  alarm  circuit. 

22  (f)  That  at  least  20  fire  alarm  boxes  of  modern  suc¬ 

cession  design  be  provided  as  an  initial  installation. 

Note :  Following  this,  a  program  should  be 
adopted  providing  for  progressive  additional 
box  installations  until  the  distribution  will  in¬ 
sure  a  box  visible  and  accessible  within  500 
feet  of  the  main  entrance  of  any  building  in 
high  value  areas  and  within  800  feet  of  every 
important  group  of  buildings  elsewhere. 

22  (g)  That  the  manually  operative  transmitting  device 
be  located  at  the  point  where  telephone  alarms  are  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  and  handled  by  the  fire  department.  To  be  equipped 
and  connected  so  as  to  transmit  signals  to  all  circuits  hav¬ 
ing  alarm  receiving  instruments.  It  shall  be  under  the  con¬ 
stant  attention  of  a  competent  and  responsible  person  qual¬ 
ified  to  handle  alarms. 

23  (a)  That  a  separate  telephone  trunk  line  be  provided 
from  the  public  exchange  to  the  place  where  the  ’manually 
operative  transmitter  is  located.  This  telephone  shall  be 
reserved  exclusively  for  emergency  calls  and  properly  listed 
in  the  telephone  directory. 

BUILDING  LAWS 

24  (a)  That  a  complete  code  of  municipal  building  laws 
be  adopted  providing  adequate  requirements  for  all  types 
of  construction  as  applied  to  fire  protection  and  fire  preven¬ 
tion.  Provisions  to  be  equivalent  to  or  as  given  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Building  Code  as  recommended  by  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters. 
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24  (b)  That  definite  fire  limits  be  established  to  include 

the  principal  mercantile  district  and  adjoining  areas  which 
may  form  an  exposure  to  the  district.  Within  these  fire 
limits,  frame  construction  or  unprotected  metal  construc¬ 
tion  with  certain  specific  exceptions  should  be  hereafter 
prohibited.  Construction  in  general  shall  be  so  regulated  as 
to  prevent  the  development  of  dangerous  conditions. 

24  (c)  That  the  use  of  other  than  approved  roof  cover¬ 

ings  for  all  new  or  repaired  roofs  be  prohibited  throughout 
the  municipality. 

24  (d)  That  the  building  inspector  who  should  be  ap¬ 

pointed  under  proper  qualification  requirements  for  an  in¬ 
definite  term  and  with  removal  only  for  cause,  be  vested 
with  adequate  authority  for  rigid  enforcement  of  the  build¬ 
ings  laws. 

24  (e)  That  complete  records  be  kept  of  applications  re¬ 

ceived,  permits  issued,  inspections  and  other  pertinent 
matter. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  above  we  have  a  considerable 
distance  to  go  and  considerable  expense  is  involved,  but 
sit  down  with  your  insurance  agent  and  realize  how  much 
you  would  be  paid  back  in  years  to  come  in  fire  insurance 
savings. 

Of  course  there  were  many  more  recommendations 
made  than  those  listed  above,  but  the  ones  listed  were  musts 
if  we  ever  desire  to  get  into  Class  C. 

Anyone  desiring  to  see  the  complete  report  can  do  so 
by  contacting  me  in  my  office. 

Two  articles  in  this  year’s  warrant  are  directly  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  fire  department.  The  first  is  for  a  salary 
raise  for  all  members  of  the  department  as  follows :  Fire 
Chief  and  Forest  Warden  from  $2900.00  to  $3700.00  per 
annum,  Permanent  Firemen  from  $2500.00  to  $3000.00  per 
annum,  and  Call  Firemen  from  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  hour  or 
fraction  of  an  hour  thereof. 

The  salary  raises  for  the  Chief  and  permanent  men  are 
being  sought  not  because  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  few  extra 
niceties  of  life  but  rather  because  day  to  day  living  expen¬ 
ses  have  risen  to  the  point  where  the  minimum  standard  of 
salary  has  to  be  earned  in  order  to  support  one’s  family.  The 
raise  for  the  call  firemen  is  to  cover  the  increased  expenses 
of  answering  the  fire  or  rescue  alarm  such  as  gasoline,  and 
wear  and  tear  on  their  private  vehicles,  clothing,  etc.  Call 
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firemen  do  not  expect  to  make  money  by  belonging  to  the 
fire  department,  but  naturally  prefer  to  have  their  expenses 
of  fire  fighting  covered. 

The  second  article  has  to  do  with  the  purchase  of  2V2- 
inch  and  1%-inch  fire  hose.  Our  pumpers  are  carrying  re¬ 
duced  loads  of  hose,  and  we  do  not  have  spare  hose  loads 
for  pumpers  as  should  be.  You  may  also  note  that  the  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating 
Association  mentioned  the  hose  shortage  of  the  department. 

As  in  past  years  I  want  to  sincerely  thank  the  men  of 
the  department,  you  citizens,  officials  and  departments  of 
Harwich,  and  our  neighboring  fire  and  police  departments 
for  your  devoted  cooperation  in  our  crusade  for  the  saving 
of  life  and  property.

The  Board  of  Health 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

The  Town  of  Harwich  was  relatively  free  of  contagious 
diseases  for  1951. 

We  had  the  usual  number  of  dog  bites  and  no  case  of 
rabies  reported. 

Two  houses  were  closed  by  the  Board  of  Health  as 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  various  complaints 
of  nuisances  were  investigated.  The  problem  of  dumping 
rubbish  in  unauthorized  places  about  the  Town  is  still  with 
us.  This  is  a  serious  violation  of  law  and  we  urge  anyone 
who  observes  this  violation  to  report  it  immediately  to  the 
Police. 

There  is  a  report  elsewhere  in  this  book  concerning 
the  Town  Dump. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  report  made  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore, 
our  Special  Agent,  to  us  and  we  include  it  here.

Gentlemen  : 

1  beg  to  submit  this  report  covering  health  activities 
in  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  1951. 

In  the  field  of  sanitation,  we  have  concentrated  our 
work  to  a  great  extent  on  inspecting  food  handling  estab- 
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lishments.  During  the  year,  70  inspections  were  made 
covering  38  places.  As  a  part  of  these  inspections,  90  swabs 
were  taken  on  utensils  and  72  of  these  showed  satisfactory 
bacterial  counts. 

In  cooperation  with  the  building  inspector,  supervision 
over  sewage  disposal  problems  was  carried  out.  On  re¬ 
quest,  laboratory  examinations  of  private  water  supplies 
were  made.  We  have  also,  at  the  request  of  the  Planning 
Board  surveyed  the  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  plans 
on  new  subdivisions. 

All  licensed  overnight  cabins  were  inspected.  Water 
supply,  sewage  disposal  and  garbage  disposal  were  checked. 
We  found  all  of  these  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  milk  supply  for  Harwich  is  obtained  from  sources 
outside  the  town.  These  supplies  are  currently  checked 
in  the  laboratory.  Bacterial  counts,  determinations  of 
butter  fat  content  and  the  phosphatase  tests  for  proper 
pasteurization  have  all  been  within  approved  limits. 

The  topical  application  of  fluorine  to  the  teeth  of 
school  children  has  been  carried  out  by  our  Dental  Hygien¬ 
ist.  These  treatments  were  offered  to  children  in  the  age 
groups  7,  10  and  13.  A  total  of  368  treatments  were  given 
to  93  children. 

We  have  met  with  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
to  discuss  the  advisability  of  treating  the  Town  water  sup¬ 
ply  with  fluorine.  We  strongly  recommend  this  procedure 
believing  it  to  be  the  best  measure  now  available  for  the 
prevention  of  dental  decay. 

The  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the  Barnstable 
County  Public  Health  Association  and  the  Barnstable 
County  Sanitorium  carried  out  a  mass  X-ray  survey  in  the 
Town  covering  people  over  15  years  of  age.  A  total  of 
724  persons  were  given  X-rays,  and  of  these,  42  were  advised 
to  have  further  examinations.  Follow  up  by  letter,  and 
by  Miss  Peabody,  the  town  nurse,  was  made  to  26  persons 
who  showed  suspicious  findings  on  the  first  X-ray.  One  case 
of  active  tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  several  persons 
with  evidence  of  healed  disease  were  advised  to  have  peri¬ 
odic  examinations  in  the  future.

Section  1.  DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE.  There 
is  hereby  established  a  department  of  Civil  Defense  (hereinafter 
called  the  “department”).  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  de¬ 
partment  to  have  charge  of  civil  defense  as  defined  in  section  1, 
Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  to  perform  civil  defense  functions 
as  authorized  or  directed  by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  execu¬ 
tive  orders  or  general  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and 
to  exercise  any  authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  governor  under 
said  chapter  639. 

Section  2.  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE.  The  de¬ 
partment  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  director  of  civil  de¬ 
fense  (hereinafter  called  the  “director”),  who  shall  be  appointed 
as  prescribed  by  law.  The  director  shall  have  direct  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  organization,  administration  and  operation  of  the 
department,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appoint¬ 
ing  authority.  The  director  may,  within  the  limits  of  the  amount 
appropriated  therefor  appoint  such  clerks,  experts  and  other 
assistants  as  the  work  of  the  department  may  require,  and  may 
remove  them.  The  director  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be 
fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  appointing  authority,  and  may 
make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  effectively 
the  purposes  of  chapter  639  of  the  Acts  of  1950. 

The  director  shall  also  have  authority  to  appoint  district 
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co-ordinators  as  may  accept  and  may  receive,  on  behalf  of  the 
Town,  services,  equipment,  supplies,  materials  or  funds  by  way 
of  gift,  grant  or  loan,  for  purposes  of  civil  defense,  offered  by 
the  federal  government  or  any  agency  or  officer  thereof  or  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  offer  and 
the  rules  and  regulations,  if  any,  of  the  agency  making  the  offer. 
The  director  shall  cause  appropriate  records  to  be  kept  of  all 
matters  relating  to  such  gifts,  grants  or  loans. 

Section  3.  CIVIL  DEFENSE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL.  There 
is  hereby  established  a  civil  defense  advisory  council  (hereinafter 
called  the  “council”).  Said  Council  shall  serve  without  pay  and 
shall  consist  of  the  director  of  civil  defense,  such  other  de¬ 
partment  heads  and  such  other  persons  as  the  authority  ap¬ 
pointing  the  director  may  deem  necessary.  Such  members  of  said 
council  as  said  appointing  Authority  shall  designate  shall  serve 
as  Chairman  of  said  council.  Said  Council  shall  serve  subject  to 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  appointing  authority  and  the 
director  on  matters  pertaining  to  civil  defense. 

Section  4.  POLICE  AID  TO  OTHER  CITIES  AND  TOWNS 
IN  EVENT  OF  RIOTS  OR  OTHER  VIOLENCE  THEREIN.  The 
Police  Department  is  hereby  authorized  to  go  to  aid  another 
city  or  town  at  the  request  of  said  city  or  town  in  the  suppression 
of  riots  or  other  forms  of  violence  therein  . 

Section  5.  TERMINATION  OF  BY-LAW.  This  By-Law 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue  during  the  effective  period 
of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  any  act  in  ammendment  or 
continuation  thereof  or  substitution  therefor. 

Section  6.  DEFINITION.  All  references  to  chapter  639, 
Acts  of  1950,  as  now  in  force,  shall  be  applicable  to  any  act  or 
acts  in  ammendment  or  continuation  of  or  substitution  for 
said  Chapter  639. 

The  foregoing  has  been  approved  as  to  form  by  the  Attorney 
General  as  to  provisions  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950.

BY-LAW  FOR 

THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  TRAFFIC  COMMISSION

wich  a  commission  to  consist  of  the  Chief  of  Police  Department 
oi  his  i  epresentative,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  or  his 
repi  esentative,  the  Chairman  of  the  Park  Commission,  the  Sur¬ 
veyor  of  Highways,  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  and 

*  ^  ,  committeemen  at  large  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.

Section  2.  The  Chief  of  Police,  or  his  representative,  shall 
act  as  the  Chairman  of  said  commission  and  shall  be  known  as 
the  Traffic  Commissioner.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  as  commissioners,  but 
all  expenses  incurred  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Town.  All  statutes  and  ordinances  applicable  generally  to  the 
departments  of  the  Town  shall  apply  to  this  Commission. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  shall  have  exclusive  authority 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  general  law  as 
modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular  street  traffic  in  the 
Town,  and  to  the  movement,  stopping  or  standing  of  vehicles  on, 
and  their  exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways,  under  the  control  of  the  Town,  including 
rules  and  regulations  designating  any  way  or  part  thereof  under 
said  control  as  a  through  way  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  9  of  Chapter  89  of  the  General  Laws,  and  may  prescribe 
penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  violation  of  any  rule 
or  regulation  adopted  hereunder. 

Section  4.  No  such  rule  or  regulation,  except  such  special 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  declared  by  vote  of  the  Commission 
to  be  urgently  required  by  considerations  of  public  safety  or 
convenience  or  such  as  are  of  a  temporary  nature  and  are  to  be 
effective  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  two  weeks,  shall  take  effect 
until  published  for  two  successive  weeks  in  one  or  more  news¬ 
papers  published  in  the  Town.  Upon  petition  of  ten  registered 

voters  of  the  Town  relative  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  or 
proposed  to  be  adopted  under  this  section,  the  commission  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing  thereon  within  ten  days  after  the  filing 
with  the  commission  of  such  petition,  and  final  action  thereon 
shall  be  determined  only  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  erect,  make  and  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  made 
and  maintained,  traffic  signs,  signals,  markings  and  other  devices 
for  the  control  of  such  traffic  in  the  Town  and  for  informing  and 
warning  the  public  as  to  rules  and  regulations,  adopted  hereunder, 
subject,  however,  to  Section  2  of  Chapter  85  and  to  Sections  8  and 
9  of  said  Chapter  89,  of  the  General  Laws  . 

Section  5.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  au¬ 
thorize  the  Commission  to  adopt  any  rule  or  regulation  excluding 
the  buses  or  bus  companies  from  any  way  or  part  thereof  in 
which  it  has  a  location,  or  to  modify  or  limit  any  power  or 
authority  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  or  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  or  Board  of  Selectmen, 
or  heads  of  departments  with  reference  to  the  issuance  of 
licenses  or  permits  for  the  opening,  using  or  occupying  of  streets 
and  sidewalks.

PROTECTIVE  BY-LAW  FOR 
TOWN  OF  HARWICH,  MASS. 

Section  1.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  40  General  Laws  Sections  25- 
30B  and  subsequent  amendments  thereto,  the  town  of  Harwich  is 
hereby  divided  into  two  types  of  Districts  designated  as:  (a)  Com¬ 
mercial  Districts,  (b)  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts.  Above 
districts  are  being  located  as  shown  on  the  Protective  By-Law 
Map  for  West  Harwich  and  Harwich  Port  only,  and  is  dated — 
and  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk.  They  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Commercial  Districts.  Commercial  districts  shall  extend 
not  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  feet  back  from  street  lines  on 
the  following  streets. 

WEST  HARWICH:  1.  State  Highway,  Route  28  (Main  Street) 
from  Dennisport  line  easterly  on  the  north  side  to,  and  including 
Postoffice.  On  South  side  from  Dennisport  line  to,  and  including 
Tripps  Garage. 

2.  State  Highway,  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  east  side  of 
Lothrop  Street  to  Higgins  Market  opposite  Brooks  Road  on  the 
north  side.  From  River  Road  to  Brooks  Road  on  the  south  side. 
HARWICH  PORT:  3.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street) 
from  Higgins  Market  opposite  Brooks  Road  on  North  side  to  West 
line  of  Dr.  Rowley’s  property.  From  Brooks  Road  on  south  side 
to  a  point  two  hundred  (200)  feet  west  of  Doane  Way. 

4.  Sisson  Road  both  sides  from  Junction  State  Highway 
Route  28  (Main  Street)  northerly  (1000)  one  thousand  feet. 

5.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  the  west 
line  of  Cape  Cod  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  Building  on  the  north 
side,  to  the  east  line  of  Melrose  Inn  parking  lot.  From  west  line  of 
Stanley  Inn  on  the  south  side,  to  Pine  Street,  extending  south  to 
the  north  side  of  Lower  County  Road. 

6.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  east  line 
of  Pilgrim  Church  property  on  the  south  side,  to  Bayview  Road. 

7.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  Carding 
Machine  Brook,  both  sides  to  Gorham  Road  (South  Harwich 
Line). 

(b)  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts.  Residential  and 
Agricultural  Districts  to  consist  of  all  areas  in  West  Harwich 
and  Harwich  Port  not  included  in  (a)  Commercial  Districts. 

Section  2.  USE  REGULATIONS. 

1.  In  Commercial  Districts.  Buildings,  structures  and  pre¬ 
mises  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  business,  service,  or  public 
utility,  except  Junk  Yards,  Second  Hand  Machinery  or  Equipment 
Yard  storage,  and  in  addition  for  any  industry  or  manufacturing 
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if  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  subject  to  appropriate 
conditions  and  safeguards  where  such  are  deemed  necessary.  Not 
more  than  two  (2)  signs,  other  than  those  which  are  attached 
to  and  are  part  of  the  architectural  design  of  a  building  or  struc¬ 
ture,  shall  be  permitted  on  each  of  these  premises. 

2.  In  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts.  Buildings, 
structures,  and  premises  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  residential 
municipal,  religious,  educational  or  non-profit  recreational  pur¬ 
pose,  and  in  addition  in  the  area  north  of  State  Highway  Route 
28  (Main  Street)  for  any  agricultural  use  except  piggeries  and  fur 
farms  and  for  uses  customarily  necessary  thereto,  and  for  the 
following  commercial  purposes,  but  no  others: 

(a)  The  display  and  sale,  at  roadside  stand,  or  otherwise, 
of  natural  products,  the  major  portion  of  which  are  raised  on 
the  farms  of  the  town. 

(b)  Greenhouses,  storage  and  sorting  buildings  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Cranberry  Bogs. 

(c)  Dog  Kennel  or  Veterinary  Hospital. 

(d)  Any  other  use  determined  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  to 
be  similar  to  one  or  more  of  the  uses  specifically  authorized  and 
not  more  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

t 

Section  3.  GENERAL. 

(a)  In  Commercial  Districts  all  buildings  hereafter  erected 
shall  extend  not  nearer  to  the  street  line  than  twenty  (20)  feet. 

(b)  In  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts  all  buildings 
hereafter  erected  shall  extend  not  nearer  to  the  street  line  or 
way  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  and  at  least  ten  (10)  feet  from 
any  abutting  property  in  accordance  with  Building  Code  Re¬ 
gulations. 

(c)  Any  dwelling  hereafter  erected  in  any  district  shall  be 
located  on  a  lot  having  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  seventy-five 
(75)  feet  on  a  street  or  way,  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be 
erected  on  a  lot  having  a  lesser  frontage  where  said  lot  existed  at 
the  time  this  By-Law  is  adopted,  and  did  not  adjoin  other  land 
of  the  same  owner  available  in  connection  with  said  lot. 

(d)  The  minimum  area  of  lots  with  dwellings  thereon 
shall  be  not  less  than  seventy-five  hundred  (7500)  square  feet. 

(e)  Any  building  or  structure  hereafter  erected,  altered  and 
used  for  dwelling  purposes  in  any  district  shall  provide  a  minimum 
area  equal  to  a  building  24  feet  9  inches  by  24  feet  9  inches  out¬ 
side  dimensions. 

(f)  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  trailers  used  for  living 
quarters  shall  be  considered  as  a  dwelling  and  not  allowed  to  be 
used  for  that  purpose  in  any  district. 

Section  4.  EXCEPTIONS  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

(a)  The  term  Residential  or  Dwelling  as  used  in  this 
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By-Law,  does  not  prohibit  the  renting  of  rooms  for  guests,  but 
shall  not  extend  to  include  public  restaurant  service. 

(b)  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  may  be  per¬ 
mitted  for  a  customary  home  occupation  such  as  a  Lawyer,  Doctor, 
Dentist  or  similar  profession  conducted  by  a  resident  of  the 
premises  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

(c)  Any  lawful  building  or  structure,  or  use  of  a  building 
structure  or  premises  existing  at  the  time  this  By-Law  is  adopted, 
even  if  not  in  conformity  with  its  provisions  may  be  continued, 
rebuilt  if  damaged  or  destroyed,  and,  if  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  may  be  enlarged. 

(d)  Board  of  Appeals.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Appeals  of 
seven  members,  one  from  each  post  office  area  described  above, 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  said  Board  to  act  in  accordance  with 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  25-30B  and  subsequent  amendments 
thereto. 

(e)  This  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men. 

(f)  The  invalidity  of  any  Section  or  provision  of  this 
By-Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  Section  or  provision  thereof. 

An  amendment  of  Oscar  J.  Cahoon  having  been  accepted, 
the  article  was  accepted  and  adopted.  The  amendment  — 

“In  section  1,  paragraph  (a)  numbers  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  &  7,  in¬ 
cluding  West  Harwich  and  Harwich  Port  be  stricken  out  and  the 
following  be  inserted  in  place  thereof: 

West  Harwich  1.  State  Highway,  Route  28,  (Main  Street) 
from  Dennisport  line  easterly  on  both  sides  to  a  point  approxi¬ 
mately  one  hundred  feet  west  from  Herring  River  Bridge;  then 
from  a  point  approximately  one  hundred  feet  east  of  Herring 
River  Bridge  easterly  on  both  sides  to  and  including  Higgins 
Market  on  the  North  side  and  Brooks  Road  on  the  South  side. 

Harwich  Port  2.  State  Highway,  Route  28,  (Main  Street) 
easterly  from  Higgins  Market  on  the  North  Side  to  Freeman 
Street-from  Brooks  Road  on  South  side  to  Snow  Inn  Road. 

3.  State  Highway,  Route  28,  (Main  Street)  easterly  from 
Carding  Machine  Creek  to  Gorham  Road  (South  Harwich  line). 

4.  Sisson  Road  both  sides  from  junction  State  Highway 
Route  28,  (Main  Street)  northerly  approximately  one  thousand 
feet.

ASSESSOR’S  MAPS 

This  year  we  extended  maps  to  the  Chatham  line  on 
Nantucket  Sound.  As  the  maps  now  stand,  West  Harwich, 
Harwich  Port  and  about  one  half  of  South  Harwich  are 
covered  by  maps. 

The  biggest  part  of  the  map  work  this  year  has  been 
to  bring  the  old  maps  up  to  date,  i.e.  field  checking  the 
maps  for  new  buildings,  plotting  subdivisions  and  verifying 
and  indexing  the  parcels  with  assessing  records. 

The  villages  of  Harwich  Center,  North  Harwich,  Pleas- 
and  Lake,  East  Harwich  and  one  half  of  South  Harwich  are 
not  maped. 

Estimating  on  amount  of  mapping  done  to  date,  we 
feel  that  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  appropriated  each 
year  for  the  next  three  years  will  complete  the  mapping 
of  these  sections  of  the  Town.

The  Dump  Committee 

December  26,  1951 

Authorized  under  Article  44  of  the  Town  Warrant 

At  the  Harwich  Town  Meeting  in  February,  1951  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  act  jointly  with  the  Board  of 
Health  to  investigate  and  recommend  on  the  following 
subjects : 

1)  Change  of  location  of  the  town  dump 
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2)  Feasibility  of  building  an  incinerator 

3)  Present  dump  facilities 

After  four  meetings  of  the  committee,  and  the  viewing 
of  new  proposed  locations  together  with  extensive  discus¬ 
sion,  we  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  building  of  an 
incinerator  would  not  be  feasible  at  the  present  time  be¬ 
cause  the  building  and  maintenance  costs  would  be  exces¬ 
sive.  We  discarded  the  idea  of  a  new  location  not  only 
because  the  procuring  of  such  would  be  an  additional 
expense  to  the  town,  but  also  because  the  present  location 
is  ideally  situated  for  the  greatest  number  of  houses. 

As  a  result,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  dump 
committee  recommend  to  the  town  to  retain  the  present 
dump  location  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3000  for  the 
care  and  improvement  of  the  dump,  and  said  sum  to  be 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  expenditure.

Report  of  The 

Special  Committee  on  a  Town  Forest 

At  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  a  committee  was 
authorized  to  study  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  a  Town 
Forest.  The  following  were  appointed  to  serve  on  this 
committee :  Donald  T.  Bates,  Pleasant  Lake ;  Aaron  Davis, 
Harwichport ;  G.  W.  Stidstone,  Harwich  Center. 

The  committee  felt  that  the  purpose  of  the  article  was 
not  only  the  establishment  of  a  Town  Forest,  but  also  the 
more  comprehensive  purpose  of  instigating  a  program  of 
conservation  education. 

The  committee  first  enlisted  the  able  assistance  of  the 
District  Forester,  Mr.  Stephen  P.  Hayes  Jr.,  of  Centerville. 
With  Mr.  Hayes  a  survey  was  made  of  the  woodlands  of  the 
Town  for  the  purpose  of  finding  suitable  and  available  lands. 
The  Town  of  Barnstable  Town  Forest  and  the  Shawme- 
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Crowell  State  Forest  in  Sandwich  were  visited  to  study 
reforestration  projects  on  the  Cape. 

At  first,  it  seemed  that  a  tract  of  land  of  some  600 
acres,  bounded  roughly  by  Queen  Anne  Rd.,  Pleasant  Lake 
Ave.,  Hinkley’s  Pond,  and  the  Herring  River,  would  be 
ideal.  Unfortunately,  the  problem  of  taking  this  land  by 
the  Town,  while  not  insurmountable,  would  be  very  lengthy 
and  somewhat  costly,  so  this  proposal  was  tabled  for  the 
time  being. 

The  next  best  seemed  to  be  the  taking  of  tax-delin¬ 
quent  woodland  for  this  purpose.  Therefore,  the  committee 
recommends  that  tax-delinquent  land  of  an  area  sufficient  to 
make  reforestration  practical  be  taken  by  the  Town  and 
used  for  Town  Forests. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  been  contacted  in 
regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  program  of  conservation 
education  in  the  High  School  similar  to  a  program  now 
being  carried  out  in  the  Barnstable  High  School. 

The  Committee  further  recommends  that,  until  such 
woodlands  are  made  available  for  reforestration  and  con¬ 
servation  purposes,  a  program  of  reforestration  be  started 
in  the  watershed  of  the  Town  well  field. 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  a  permanent  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  to  further  study  the  problems  of  a  Town 
Forest,  conservation  and  reforestration,  and  be  empowered 
to  carry  out  the  parts  of  the  program  herein  outlined.

Report  of 

Director  of  Civil  Defense 

To  The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1951. 

This  Department  has  been  administered  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Director  of 
Civil  Defense,  inasmuch  as  the  by-law  adopted  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  February  of  1951  has  never 
been  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  for  approval 
and  no  further  action  has  been  taken  thereon. 

The  limited  appropriation  and  transfer  from  the  re¬ 
serve  fund  by  the  Finance  Committee  has  been  expended 
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under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  what 
seemed  to  be  the  most  advantageous  manner. 

An  air  raid  alarm  system  has  been  acquired  and  in¬ 
stalled,  consisting  of  a  2  H.P.  siren  on  the  Police  Station, 
and  %  H.P.  sirens  at  East  Harwich,  North  Harwich,  Har¬ 
wich  Port,  and  West  Harwich,  There  are  two  %  H.P. 
sirens  on  hand  which  should  have  been  installed,  but  the 
locations  which  seemed  the  most  desirable  were  denied 
because  the  ‘  ‘fair  weather’  ’  patriots  refused  to  allow 
installation  on  their  premises. 

An  auxiliary  electric  generator  has  been  installed 
in  the  Police  Station,  which  proved  its  worth  during  the 
power  failure  last  August.  A  supply  of  rubber  coats  and 
boots  were  purchased  for  the  Fire  Department,  rifles, 
ammunition  and  badges  were  purchased  for  the  Police 
Department,  and  office  supplies  and  equipment  were  ac¬ 
quired  for  the  Civil  Defense  Office  in  the  old  Brooks 
Academy. 

In  addition  to  the  Civil  Defense  Department,  I  have 
had  to  administer  out  of  the  same  appropriation  the  Ground 
Observer  Corps  of  the  United  States  Air  Force,  with  an 
observation  tower  at  West  Harwich,  for  which  we  have 
acquired  an  oil  burning  stove  for  heating  during  the  cold 
weather. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  has  been  expended 
for  telephones,  postage  and  a  very  modest  supply  of  fuel 
oil  for  the  observation  post. 

The  program  of  training  of  auxiliaries  for  the  Police 
Department  and  Fire  Department  collapsed  after  the  last 
Town  Meeting.  We  had  36  trainees  in  the  Fire  Department 
and  35  trainees  in  the  Police  Department.  These  men  be¬ 
came  throughly  discouraged  and  disgusted  with  the 
treatment  that  was  accorded  the  Civil  Defense  Depart¬ 
ment  and  its  personnel  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  and 
finally  gave  up  in  despair.  A  few  of  them  did  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  training  school  provided  by  the  County. 

Public  apathy  has  been  the  greatest  deterrent  in  car¬ 
rying  out  any  well  defined  program  in  this  Department 
in  the  past  year.  There  have  been  a  few  loyal  workers 
who  have  sincerely  endeavored  to  conscientiously  carry  out 
their  civic  duty  as  they  saw  it,  and  to  them  I  am  deeply 
grateful. 

The  economies  that  the  voters  felt  that  they  were 
practicing  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  in  reality  proved  to 
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be  fruitless  as  it  was  necessary  early  in  the  year  for  the 
Finance  Committee  to  make  transfers  to  purchase  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  Police  Department  which  was  originally  set  up 
in  the  Civil  Defense  budget,  so  that  in  the  final  analysis 
approximately  the  same  amount  of  money  has  been  ex¬ 
pended,  although  through  different  channels,  as  was  asked 
for  in  the  article  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  for  Civil  Defense. 

I  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  they  get 
some  new  blood  into  the  organization  and  immediately 
appoint  a  new  Director,  and  seek  the  approval  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  by-law  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1950.  I  recommend  that  no  substantial  expendi¬ 
tures  be  made  at  this  time,  however,  the  existing  organi¬ 
zation  could  be  maintained  and  built  up,  locations  be 
found  for  the  two  sirens  available,  and  telephone  service 
be  maintained  at  the  Civil  Defense  Office  and  the  observa¬ 
tion  tower  at  West  Harwich.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich : 

After  the  town  elections  last  February,  the  Harwich 
School  Committee  organized  with  Mr.  Channing  Baker  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Leonard  as 
Secretary.  School  Committee  meetings  have  been  held  twice 
each  month  during  the  year. 

Among  the  many  problems  under  consideration  by  your 
School  Committee,  the  most  serious  have  stemmed  from  the 
rapid  growth  in  our  school  population.  In  our  report  of  last 
year,  the  problem  was  considered  at  the  elementary  level 
only,  but  it  is  now  evident  that  the  space  needs  at  both  our 
schools  must  be  given  our  careful  attention  at  once.  For  a 
full  discussion  of  these  needs,  we  refer  you  to  the  reports  of 
the  superintendent  and  of  the  principals.  In  our  section  of 
the  report,  we  shall  attempt  to  explain  our  recommended 
solution  for  these  problems  of  space  needs. 

SHORT  RANGE  SOLUTION.  You  will  remember  that 
last  year,  the  School  Committee  asked  that  the  Brooks 
Building  be  returned  to  the  School  Department  for  use  until 
such  time  as  a  building  program  could  be  completed  at  the 
site  of  our  present  buildings.  Our  reasoning  was  premised 
on  the  facts  that  unsettled  world  conditions  made  it  impos¬ 
sible  to  predict  future  school  populations  on  Cape  Cod ;  that 
building  materials  were  difficult  to  obtain  and  costs  very 
high;  and  that  the  Brooks  Building  as  distinguished  from 
the  old  elementary  building,  was  suitable  for  our  purposes. 
Since  the  citizens,  however,  voted  to  retain  the  building,  it 
became  necessary  to  solve  our  problem  of  the  necessity  for 
another  classroom  by  some  other  means.  Various  temporary 
expedients  were  considered,  including  the  possibility  of  dual 
sessions  at  the  first  grade  level.  Finally  we  decided  that  the 
best  solution  was  to  divide  the  special  purpose  room  into 
two  classrooms.  We  were  thus  able  to  employ  another  teacher 
and  divide  all  our  large  classes  into  two  sections. 

As  we  approach  town  meeting  this  year,  we  find  the 
same  conditions  existing  in  the  schools,  but  aggravated  by 
the  fact  that  in  September  we  shall  have  a  very  large  first 
grade  which  must  be  divided  into  three  groups,  plus  the 
possibility  of  the  need  of  more  space  at  the  high  school  level. 
In  other  words,  we  must  find  more  space  before  another  fall, 
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and  we  are  again  recommending  the  return  of  the  Brooks 
Building  for  school  purposes.  We  see  no  reason  why  this 
building  should  not  serve  to  fill  our  needs  during  the  period 
of  planning  and  building  for  the  permanent  solution  of  our 
problems. 

LONG  RANGE  PLANNING.  Reference  to  the  other 
portions  of  the  school  reports  will  show  that  all  indications 
point  to  the  fact  that  although  our  present  need  is  for  two 
additional  rooms  at  the  elementary  level,  our  eventual  need 
is  almost  certainly  for  an  elementary  school  of  18  rooms.  It 
would  also  be  most  helpful  if  we  could  have  the  small  audi¬ 
torium  originally  planned  for  this  building.  The  high  school 
will  need  four  more  classrooms,  an  art  room,  a  library,  and 
an  adequate  auditorium-gymnasium  with  corresponding 
shower  room  facilities. 

Our  discussions  of  these  problems  have  brought  out 
suggestions  for  a  number  of  possible  solutions  such  as : 

1.  The  addition  of  the  necessary  rooms  and  the  small  audi¬ 
torium  at  the  elementary  school. 

2.  Division  of  the  present  high  school  auditorium-gymnas¬ 
ium  into  classrooms  and  building  an  adequate  auditorium- 
gymnasium  as  a  separate  wing  to  solve  the  present  high 
school  needs. 

3.  Use  of  the  present  high  school  auditorium-gymnasium  as 
a  separate  auditorium  with  fixed  seats,  and  the  building  of 
a  separate  junior  high  wing  with  a  gymnasium.  This  wing 
could  be  large  enough  to  care  for  the  needs  of  both  buildings. 

4.  Construction  of  a  third  building  between  the  present  two 
schools  to  be  used  as  an  overflow  for  both  as  a  junior  high 
program. 

We  feel  that  these  suggestions  and  others  which  will 
undoubtedly  be  made,  should  be  carefully  studied,  both 
from  the  point  of  view  of  what  is  educationally  sound  and 
from  the  point  of  view  of  what  the  town  can  afford.  There¬ 
fore,  we  are  recommending  that  a  committee  be  formed 
that  shall  have  the  power  to  study  our  school  needs  in  detail 
and  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the  town  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

Other  actions  taken  by  the  School  Committee  include :

The  Health  program  has  been  continued  with  Dr.  Or¬ 
chard,  examing  each  child  in  Elementary  Schools,  with  a 
parent  in  attendance.  These  examinations  have  revealed  de¬ 
fects  that  can  be  easily  corrected  when  noted. 

Signs  for  the  Elementary  and  High  Schools  were  order¬ 
ed  and  installed  in  March. 

In  April  a  salary  adjustment  was  granted  to  all  teach¬ 
ers,  retroactive  to  February  1st.,  thereby  bringing  our  sal¬ 
ary  scale  in  line  with  other  towns  in  the  vicinity. 

An  outside  basketball  court  was  constructed  at  the 
High  School  and  has  been  in  use  for  several  months. 

In  October  the  Committee  met  with  a  teacher’s  Commit¬ 
tee  to  discuss  a  proposed  salary  schedule.  A  schedule  has 
been  drawn  up  and  is  under  consideration  at  the  present 
time. 

All  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  High  School  have 
been  painted,  the  colors  chosen  by  the  teachers.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  is  desireous  of  keeping  the  school  buildings  in  good 
repair  at  all  times,  and  plans  to  take  care  of  necessary  paint¬ 
ing  and  repairs  as  the  need  arises. 

A  hot  top  mix  surface  walk  has  been  constructed  at  the 
Elementary  school,  with  suitable  drainage.  This  has  proven 
satisfactory  in  keeping  sand  and  gravel  carried  into  school 
to  a  minimum. 

In  closing,  may  we  express  the  hope  that  reports  of  all 
school  personnel  and  the  statistical  reports  will  be  read  with 
great  care  by  the  citizens  of  Harwich,  because  we  feel  that 
they  reflect  a  fair  and  accurate  analysis  of  our  Harwich 
schools.  Despite  our  space  problems,  we  have  been  making 
progress  each  year  in  developing  our  school  program.  This 
progress  will  continue  as  long  as  we  continue  to  have  the 
cooperation  of  both  parents  and  school  personnel.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 
To  The  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

This  section  of  the  1950  report  contained  the  observation 
that  present  chaotic  world  conditions  made  long-range  edu¬ 
cational  planning  impossible.  Since  that  time,  no  percepti¬ 
ble  change  for  the  better  has  taken  place,  although  we  have 
become  somewhat  accustomed  to  the  continued  pressures 
throughout  the  world.  We  have  tried  to  keep  these  stresses 
and  tensions  out  of  the  classroom,  and  we  feel  that  we 
have  had  a  successful  school  year. 

SCHOOL  POPULATION 

The  school  reports  of  the  last  several  years  have  stres¬ 
sed  the  unexpectedly  rapid  growth  of  the  school  population 
and  the  space  problems  which  are  developing  because  of 
this  growth.  I  refer  you  to  the  current  reports  of  the  prin¬ 
cipals  of  both  our  schools.  In  the  following  paragraphs,  I 
shall  attempt  to  supplement  these  reports  in  an  effort  to 
demonstrate  how  rapidly  this  problem  is  becoming  critical. 

(1)  Elementary  School.  The  school  report  of  1950  gave 
a  complete  report  of  space  needs  at  the  elementary  level. 
That  the  problem  has  merely  become  more  pressing  is  wit¬ 
nessed  by  the  following  table  of  births  and  first  grade  en¬ 
rollment  for  the  last  ten  years :

Most  of  the  children  entering  our  first  grade  each  fall 
Avere  born  six  years  previous  to  the  date  of  entering  school. 
For  instance,  the  children  entering  school  last  September 
were  born  in  1945.  In  that  year  34  children  were  born  in 
the  town  of  Harwich,  and  yet  we  entered  a  class  of  64  which 
is  an  88%  increase  over  the  number  we  could  normally  have 
expected.  This  indicates  how  rapidly  young  families  are 
moving  to  Harwich.  You  will  note  that  this  increase  of  school 
enrollment  over  birth  rate  has  been  going  on  for  several 
years — that  it  has,  in  fact,  averaged  64%  for  the  last  five 
years.  Now  if  you  will  observe  the  rising  birth  rate  since 
1945  and  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  we  have  been  receiving 
an  average  of  64%  more  children  than  could  have  been 
anticipated  from  the  actual  births  registered  for  Harwich, 
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yon  will  see  that  beginning  next  fall,  our  space  problem  will 
be  really  acute.  Applying  our  64%  average  increase  to  our 
known  births,  we  would  have  entering  first  grades  of  88  in 
1952,  88  in  1953,  and  96  in  1954.  However,  we  have  taken  a 
careful  census  this  fall  and  we  feel  sure  that  our  entering 
grade  next  fall  will  number  70-75  children.  This  will  mean 
grade  enrollments  and  room  requirements  as  follows:

As  Mrs.  Nickerson  has  pointed  out  in  her  report,  we 
solved  our  requirement  for  an  extra  room  this  fall  by  divid¬ 
ing  the  all-purpose  room  with  a  temporary  partition.  This 
is  an  unsatisfactory  expedient  which  should  be  given  up  as 
soon  as  possible.  In  other  words,  we  need  two  rooms  for  the 
coming  year. 

One  of  our  problems  which  creates  some  misunder¬ 
standing  stems  from  the  fact  that  we  have  a  fairly  large 
group  of  children  who  are  below  normal  capacity  in  ability 
to  learn.  This  is  true  of  course,  in  all  towns,  but  in  many 
towns  of  our  size,  the  group  is  not  large  enough  to  warrant 
a  special  class.  Such  a  class  creates  a  secondary  problem  in 
that  the  other  children  tend  to  label  members  of  the  class 
as  misfits.  We  believe  we  have  very  largely  overcome  this 
weakness  by  having  the  children  report  to  their  regular 
classrooms  and  participate  with  the  other  children  in  those 
subjects  in  which  they  can  keep  up.  Then  they  report  to 
Miss  Wicks  for  special  help  in  their  regular  subjects  with 
the  aim  of  bringing  them  up  to  the  highest  level  of  learning 
of  which  they  are  capable.  In  addition,  they  are  taught 
handwork  which  will  be  useful  to  them  when  they  leave 
school. 

There  is  another  group  of  children  who  learn  slowly, 
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but  who  are  capable  of  keeping  up  with  their  regular  grade 
provided  they  are  given  additional  individual  help.  This  ad¬ 
ditional  help  is  given  by  the  principal,  Mrs.  Nickerson,  who 
also  helps  those  children  who  are  behind  in  their  work  be¬ 
cause  of  illness.  This  work  is  remedial  in  nature  and  supple¬ 
ments  the  instruction  given  by  the  regular  classroom  teacher 
whose  time  for  individual  help  is  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  num¬ 
ber  in  the  class.  The  larger  the  group,  the  less  time  is  avail¬ 
able  for  individual  help. 

I  feel  that  this  discussion  belongs  in  the  over-all  con¬ 
sideration  of  building  needs  for  the  following  reasons :  First, 
we  must  have  a  special  class  room,  and  this  room  should  be 
as  large  as,  or  larger  than,  any  other  classroom  because  much 
of  the  work  is  handwork  which  requires  more  space.  Second, 
I  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  should  make  every  ef¬ 
fort  to  hold  our  classes  down  to  25  pupils  because  of  the 
need  of  individual  attention.  Lest  someone  conclude  from 
this  statement  that  perhaps  our  classrooms  are  too  large 
and  could  seat  more  pupils,  let  me  hasten  to  explain  that  the 
size  of  any  classroom  is  based  upon  the  teaching  program, 
rather  than  upon  the  number  of  seats  which  could  be  put 
into  a  room.  In  the  modern  classroom,  groups  of  children 
work  on  different  projects  in  different  parts  of  the  class¬ 
room.  A  study  of  modern  elementary  school  classrooms  will 
show  that  rooms  the  size  of  ours  are  standard  for  the  ac¬ 
comodation  of  25-30  children. 

Before  leaving  this  topic,  it  might  be  well  to  consider 
future  needs  of  the  elementary  school,  over  and  above  our 
immediate  needs  for  next  year.  Looking  ahead  five  years  to 
September,  1956,  and  using  our  figure  of  75  as  an  estimated 
enrollment  for  the  first  grade  for  next  year,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  need  will  be  for  three,  rather  than  two,  classrooms 
per  grade.  This  prediction  is  based,  please  bear  in  mind,  on 
a  conservative  estimate,  not  taking  into  consideration  the 
64%  increase  over  birth  rate  which  has  actually  prevailed 
in  recent  year. 

(2)  High  School.  The  effects  of  our  growing  school  pop¬ 
ulation  is  beginning  to  be  felt  at  the  secondary  level.  Again, 
looking  ahead  five  years,  and  simply  moving  our  present 
grades  ahead  at  their  normal  pace,  the  high  school  enroll¬ 
ment  should  be  as  follows :

One  might  make  the  criticism  that  this  table  makes  no 
provision  for  drop-outs,  but  experience  over  the  past  five 
years  has  shown  that  transfers  have  more  than  compensated 
for  drop-outs.  In  other  words,  we  should  shortly  expect  a 
high  school  population  of  about  300  pupils.  As  Mr.  Morris 
has  pointed  out  in  his  report,  this  would  require  four  more 
classrooms,  and  in  addition,  we  should  provide  for  an  art 
room,  a  library,  and  an  adequate  gymnasium-auditorium.  We 
shall  need  a  gymnasium  of  adequate  size,  divided  by  folding 
doors  which  will  allow  both  boys’  and  girls’  physical  educa¬ 
tion  to  be  carried  on  at  the  same  time.  There  should  be  sep¬ 
arate  shower  rooms  for  boys  and  girls.  This  gymnasium 
should  seat  at  least  500  for  a  basketball  game  and  at  least 
1000  when  used  as  an  auditorium. 

FINANCE 

The  cost  of  our  schools  continues  to  increase  as  all  other 
costs  are  increasing,  but  a  study  of  the  following  table  will 
show  that  the  burden  upon  the  taxpayer  has  not  been  exces¬ 
sive  in  Harwich.  Our  valuation  is  so  high  that  the  tax  for 
schools  of  about  $9.58  compares  very  favorably  with  the  state 
average  of  $14.41.  Our  valuation  per  pupil  of  about  $20,000 
compared  to  the  state  average  of  $12,272  makes  Harwich 
one  of  the  towns  best  able  to  support  its  schools.  Our  net 
cost  per  pupil  is  slightly  above  the  average  because  we  have 
a  comparatively  small  school.

PERSONNEL 

It  is  again  gratifying-  to  report  a  small  turnover  in 
teachers  during  the  past  year.  At  the  elementary  school,  we 
opened  this  fall  with  three  new  teachers  and  Miss  Crosby 
who  returned  after  a  year’s  leave  of  absence.  Miss  Sally 
Higgins  is  teaching  the  fourth  grade,  Mrs.  Arthur  Keefe,  a 
division  of  the  sixth  grade,  Mrs.  Caroline  Fife  is  teaching 
the  first  grade,  while  Miss  Wicks  has  been  transferred  to 
the  special  class  position  left  vacant  by  the  retirement  of 
Miss  Burnham.  At  the  high  school  level,  two  new  teachers 
have  joined  the  faculty.  Mr.  Leonard  Peck  is  our  new  Eng¬ 
lish  teacher  and  Miss  Janet  Lewis  is  our  new  Home  Econom¬ 
ics  teacher.  Mr.  Frederic  Grecius  is  the  new  instrumental 
music  supervisor  for  this  school  union.  We  hope  to  add  one 
more  teacher  at  the  high  school  level  in  order  that  some  of 
the  larger  groups,  particularly  the  high  school  English  clas¬ 
ses,  may  be  divided  into  smaller,  more  homogeneous  groups. 

This  small  change  among  our  personnel  has,  I  believe, 
increased  the  stability  of  our  schools.  Able  teachers  who 
have  worked  together  long  enough  to  coordinate  their  ef¬ 
forts  are  an  essential  factor  in  any  school  system. 

REPAIR  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  to  spend  enough 
each  year  to  keep  our  school  plant  in  first  class  condition. 
Our  major  improvements  during  the  year  include : 

(1)  An  outdoor,  hard-surfaced  basketball  court 
at  the  high  school.  This  has  proved  a  most  bene¬ 
ficial  addition  to  the  recreational  program  and 
is  in  constant  use. 

(2)  Redecoration  of  all  classrooms  on  the  second 
floor  at  the  high  school.  The  rooms  have  been 
painted  in  attractive  pastel  shades  and  the  ceil¬ 
ings  have  been  whitened. 

(3)  Repair  work  on  the  floor  of  the  gymnasium 
has  leveled  the  floor,  eliminating  the  hazard  of 
twisted  ankles. 
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(4)  The  necessary  division  of  the  special  purpose 
room  into  two  small  rooms  has  already  been 
mentioned. 

(5)  The  Building  Committee  has  put  in  a  walk 
and  made  other  improvements  at  the  elementary 
playground  which  have  helped  in  keeping  sand 
out  of  the  school. 

(6)  Each  year  we  plan  to  spend  a  modest  sum  to 
fertilize  the  lawns  and  improve  the  grounds.  This 
has  resulted  in  a  pleasing  campus  effect  around 
and  between  the  two  buildings. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Driver  Education  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Fish  continues  to  be  successful.  This  program  has 
been  spreading  rapidly  across  the  country  and  has 
now  been  in  operation  long  enough  to  prove  that 
trained  drivers  are  less  prone  to  accidents  than  those 
without  this  training.  The  comparatively  small  expen¬ 
diture  for  this  program  is  very  much  worth  while  if 
it  reduces  the  appalling  number  of  accidents  on  our 
highways.  We  should  not  forget  that  without  the 
cooperation  of  the  Chase  Chevrolet  Company  and  the 
Manson  Sales  Corporation,  this  instruction  would  be 
very  expensive. 

Course  of  Study  Work.  This  program  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Melvin  Knight  is  being  continued 
and  is  proving  very  beneficial  to  the  elementary  teach¬ 
ers.  We  hope  that  eventually  we  shall  have  a  course 
of  study  for  all  parts  of  the  curriculum. 

Libraries.  We  have  continued  to  add  to  our  libraries, 
expending  about  $1.00  per  child  per  year  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  As  mentioned  in  another  part  of  this  report,  one 
of  our  needs  is  for  an  adequate  central  library  at  the 
high  school. 

Nature  study  under  Mr.  Levy  of  the  Audubon  Society 
has  proved  most  helpful  in  interesting  and  teaching 
the  children  of  the  sixth  grade  about  the  world  of 
nature. 

Handwriting.  The  Rinehart  System  has  become  an 
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accepted  part  of  our  curriculum,  and  everyone  is  in 
agreement  concerning  the  beneficial  results  in  improv¬ 
ing  the  handwriting  of  the  children. 

6.  Guidance.  For  progress  in  this  important  field,  I  refer 
you  to  Mr.  Lynch’s  report. 

7.  Music  and  Art.  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  Miss 
O’Toole,  Mr.  Tileston,  and  Mr.  Grecius  for  progress 
in  their  fields.  The  operetta  presented  recently  by  the 
elementary  school  was  an  outstanding  success. 

8.  Pupil  morale.  It  seems  to  me  that  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  splendid  spirit  among  our  students  as 
evidenced  by  the  respect  and  care  given  the  new  ele¬ 
mentary  building  and  the  recently  decorated  rooms 
at  the  high  school.  We  see  so  much  evidence  of  lack  of 
respect  for  public  property  that  it  is  gratifying  to 
report  this  interest  among  our  students.  Under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Fish,  the  boys  at  the  high  school  have 
been  carrying  out  a  project  of  landscaping  which  has 
added  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  building. 

9.  Educational  trips.  Educators  have  come  to  realize 
the  great  value  of  actual  experience  in  the  educational 
process  of  starting  with  the  familiar  experiences  and 
adding  to  the  child’s  knowledge.  For  instance,  if  we 
are  teaching  fire  protection  we  show  pictures  of 
fire  apparatus,  or  better  still,  we  take  the  children 
for  a  visit  to  the  fire  station.  Mr.  Morris  has  listed 
the  trips  taken  by  the  high  school  pupils.  In  the 
elementary  school,  the  sixth  grade  spends  one  day 
each  year  at  Plymouth,  visiting  the  points  of  his¬ 
torical  interest.  The  fifth  grade  has  visited  the 
Central  Cape  Press  to  develop  an  under¬ 
standing  of  newspaper  work.  All  elementary  grades 
have  visited  the  library,  and  we  hereby  express  our 
appreciation  to  Mrs.  Doane,  librarian,  who  has  been 
most  helpful  in  explaining  the  library  to  the  children. 
Other  trips  have  been  made  to  the  broadcasting  station 
in  Yarmouth,  to  the  beaches,  and  nature  walks  with 
Mr.  Levy. 


CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  my  fifth  annual  school  report  to  the  town

of  Harwich,  I  wish  to  again  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  also  to  the  teach¬ 
ers  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  throughout 
the  year.  The  efficiency  of  our  educational  service  depends 
very  largely  upon  the  classroom  teacher,  and  individually 
and  collectively,  the  Harwich  teachers  have  devoted  their 
time  conscientiously  and  unstintingly  to  the  educational 
welfare  of  the  children  under  their  guidance.  The  long  hours 
devoted  by  the  School  Committee  to  planning  and  develop¬ 
ing  school  policy  and  the  conscientious  devotion  of  the  teach¬ 
ers — lacking  either  we  would  fall  far  short  of  our  goal  of 
bringing  to  all  children  of  Harwich  the  very  best  in  edu¬ 
cation.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Paul  A.  Morris 

The  time  has  come  for  me  to  report  some  facts  and 
figures  to  you,  as  I  see  them.  I  will  try  to  report  them  simply, 
honestly,  and  completely,  so  that  all  the  citizens  may  under¬ 
stand  in  time,  that  conditions  are  changing  and  something 
will  have  to  be  done  to  take  care  of  this  change. 

The  enrollment  of  our  high  school  is  growing.  We  take 
the  official  count  of  the  pupils  on  October  1  of  each  year.  Let 


me  list  the  figures  for  the  last 

five  years.

Our  building  is  planned  for  a  maximum  enrollment  of 
240.  It  will  hold  240  if  they  are  conveniently  distributed  by 
grades.  The  figures  would  seem  to  indicate  that  we  are  ap¬ 
proaching  our  saturation  point. 

Two  years  ago  our  teaching  staff,  in  a  loyal  effort  to 
cope  with  the  expansion,  accepted  a  daily  program  of  more 


periods  per  day  with  an  added  class  load  per  teacher.  This 
had  two  results.  It  gave  too  much  free  time  to  pupils  outside 
of  classes,  and  it  simply  postponed  the  day  when  an  expanded 
faculty  would  have  to  come. 

Consequently  this  fall  we  resumed  our  six  60  minute 
period  rotating  program  which  has  been  working  so  well 
in  our  school.  This  has  had  three  definite  results,  two  of 
them  desirable,  and  one  of  them  undesirable.  First,  it  did 
away  with  the  surplus  free  time  of  the  student,  which  was 
not  used  to  good  advantage.  Second,  it  gained  for  the  pupil 
a  supervised  study  period  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher 
involved.  Third,  it  increased  the  size  of  several  classes,  some¬ 
times  doubling  them.  We  can  overcome  the  serious  disad¬ 
vantage  of  these  united  classes  which  are  now  large  hetero¬ 
geneous  groups,  by  dividing  them  into  small  homogeneous 
groups  and  employing  one  additional  teacher.  My  recom¬ 
mendation  has  been  and  is,  that  this  should  be  done  im¬ 
mediately. 

When  and  if  the  enrollment  of  our  school  reaches  240, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  do  two  things.  First;  the  remaining 
five  undivided  classes  will  have  to  be  divided;  and  second, 
additional  teaching  personnel  and  space  will  have  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  them.  This  is  a  serious  situation  which  we  must 
face.  The  enrollment  record  for  the  last  five  years,  if  con¬ 
tinued  with  the  same  progression,  indicates  that  we  normally 
expect  to  expand  after  the  next  two  years. 

If  this  need  for  expansion  comes,  we  will  need  first  of 
all  twelve  home-rooms.  We  are  using  eight  rooms  as  home¬ 
rooms  now.  That  leaves  four  additional  home-rooms  to  be 
provided.  Secondly,  more  room  must  be  provided  for  the 
Art  Department.  That  small  room  is  seriously  overcrowded 
now.  In  the  third  place,  we  should  have  a  Library  room. 
Some  might  suggest  that  the  same  room  could  be  used  for 
the  Art  and  Library  purposes.  But  the  Art  room  is  also  used 
as  a  guidance  counseling  room  when  not  for  Art,  and  coun¬ 
seling  cannot  be  done  in  public. 

How  the  Town  will  provide  the  additional  space,  I  do 
not  know.  The  enrollment  figures  of  the  Elementary  school 
would  seem  to  show  that  the  High  School  will  need  to  be 
enlarged  in  two  years.  Taking  a  grade  out  of  the  Junior 
High  and  placing  it  in  the  Brooks  Academy  building  is  a 
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stop-gap  measure  at  best.  Whether  or  not  our  Auditorium- 
Gymnasium  should  be  made  into  class-rooms  and  a  new 
suitable  Auditorium  and  Gymnasium  built  is  a  matter  of 
time  and  money.  Whether  or  not  a  new  Junior  High  School 
building  should  be  built  is  debatable.  Whether  or  not  the 
present  High  School  building  should  be  converted  into  a 
Junior  High  School  building  to  include  the  overflow  from 
the  Elementary  school,  and  a  new  complete  High  School 
building  built  is  open  to  discussion.  It  seems  to  me  that 
something  will  have  to  be  done,  and  we  should  be  thinking 
about  it. 

I  want  to  add  a  note  of  commendation  to  our  teaching 
staff  for  their  interest  in  the  development  of  children  out¬ 
side  of  the  school,  and  for  the  sacrifice  of  their  own  time 
which  has  been  given  to  take  the  pupils  on  educational 
trips.  The  School  Committee  has  been  most  cooperative  in 
providing  transportation.  Our  reaction  is  that  the  trips  have 
been  very  much  worth  while.  I  think  the  townspeople  will 
be  interested  in  reading  what  trips  have  been  made  during 
the  past  year. 

1.  Grade  9  visited  the  State  House  in  Boston  for  a  tour 
arranged  by  our  Representative,  Oscar  Cahoon.  They 
went  to  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard,  where  they  went 
on  board  the  Constitution;  then  to  the  Old  Granary 
Burial  Ground,  the  Old  State  House  and  Museum ;  and 
then  to  Harvard  where  they  vistied  the  Agassiz  Mu¬ 
seum  and  the  Peabody  Museum.  Mr.  Fish,  Miss  Cash- 
man,  Miss  Adamson  and  Mr.  Bailey  were  in  charge. 

2.  Mr.  Fish  took  grade  8B  to  Hyannis  where  the  group 
enjoyed  a  supervised  tour  of  the  plant  where  the  can¬ 
dles  for  the  Colonial  Candle  Shop  are  made. 

3.  Mr.  Bailey,  Mr.  Fish,  and  Miss  Rood  took  both  7 A  and 
7B  to  Orleans  where  they  visited  the  Mayo  Duck 
Farm.  They  were  shown  through  the  complete  pro¬ 
cesses  by  Mr;  Mayo  and  an  assistant. 

4.  Mr.  Sherman  M.  Woodward  of  South  Dennis  thought¬ 
fully  invited  a  group  of  pupils  to  visit  his  well-known 
Driftwood  Zoo.  Grade  7B  was  chosen  and  Mr.  Fish 
made  the  trip  with  them. 

5.  A  group  of  pupils  from  7A  and  another  group  from 
7B  visited  the  Harwich  Water  Department  pumping 
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station.  Mr.  Bailey  and  Mr.  Pish  accompanied  them. 

6.  The  9th  grade  class  in  Business,  while  studying  a  unit 
in  Air  Transportation,  visited  the  Hyannis  Airport 
for  a  guided  tour  of  inspection.  Miss  Cash  man  and 
Miss  Rood  went  with  them. 

7.  Miss  Cashman  made  arrangements  with  Mr.  Speryle 
of  the  Cape  and  Vineyard  Electric  Company  at  Hy¬ 
annis  for  her  Junior  and  Senior  Commercial  class  to 
visit  and  inspect  the  business  office  of  the  company. 

8.  The  classes  in  Civics  in  the  school  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Mr.  LeClaire  and  Miss  Rood  viewed  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  Harwich  to  see 
Democracy  in  action. 

9.  Miss  Lewis  conducted  her  Junior-Senior  class  in  Home 
Nursing  to  the  Cape  Cod  Hospital  where  they  were 
conducted  through  the  institution,  and  had  the  work 
of  the  student  nurse  explained  to  them. 

10.  Miss  Cashman  escorted  her  class  in  office  practice  to 
Otis  Field  to  inspect  and  observe  the  work  of  the 
Public  Information  Office  there.  This  is  the  largest 
clerical  office  at  Otis  Field. 

11.  Mrs.  Lovering  took  her  class  of  grade  8  to  the  Brooks 
Library  many  times  in  order  that  they  might  to  taught 
the  processes  of  Library  classification  and  book  care. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HARWICH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Ethalene  B.  Nickerson,  Principal 

In  1950  attention  was  called  to  the  need  for  more  room 
in  the  Elementary  School.  This  still  remains  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem. 

Before  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  the  General 
Purpose  Room  was  partitioned,  making  two  small  rooms, 
one  to  be  used  as  a  remedial  room,  the  other  as  an  over-flow 
for  the  sixth  grade.  This  arrangement  is  far  from  satisfac¬ 
tory,  because  both  rooms  are  too  small.  There  should  be 
enough  space  in  any  class  room  to  allow  children  to  work 
in  projects  in  small  groups  without  interfering  with  each 
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other.  This  is  especially  true  in  a  Remedial  Room  where 
much  of  the  work  uses  the  project  method  which  requires 
moving  about  and  self  expression. 

The  development  of  Cape  Cod  has  increased  the  popula¬ 
tion  in  Harwich  to  such  an  extent  that  next  year  we  need 
two  rooms  each  for  grades  two,  three,  four,  five  and  possi¬ 
bly  six.  We  expect  a  first  grade  of  between  seventy  and 
seventy-five  children  which  means  that  a  new  cycle  of  three 
rooms  to  a  grade  is  starting.  In  summarizing  this  topic,  I 
will  say  that  for  the  next  school  year  we  will  need  thirteen 
rooms.  Our  building  now  provides  us  with  ten  class  rooms 
and  the  undesirable  General  Purpose  Room. 

With  the  pleasant  addition  of  Mrs.  Keefe,  Mrs.  Fife  and 
Miss  Higgins  to  our  faculty,  our  school  opened  in  September 
with  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  Miss  Wicks 
returned  from  a  six  weeks  course  in  Fitchburg  Teachers 
College  where  she  received  certification  from  the  State  for 
teaching  Remedial  and  Special  Class  work.  In  October  Mrs. 
Adams,  Mrs.  Chase,  Mrs.  Miller  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Nickerson 
began  a  Harvard  University  Course  in  Principles  and  Prac¬ 
tices  in  School  Health  Education. 

A  report  on  the  whole  program  would  result  in  a  long 
discourse,  but  I  will  say  that  the  success  in  the  teaching  of 
reading  is  proven  by  the  result  of  tests  which  show  our 
children  to  be  above  the  average.  The  results  in  the  Rhine- 
hart  writing  are  very  gratifying  to  Miss  Cadigan,  the  in¬ 
structor. 

All  teachers  in  the  Elementary  School  are  working  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Melvin  C.  Knight  on  a  curriculum 
which  includes  a  survey  of  our  arithmetic  and  Spelling  and 
other  aids  in  teaching.  The  Art  work,  Music  and  Health  are 
being  conducted  as  in  former  years.  The  School  Cafeteria, 
as  always,  is  a  busy,  happy  spot  at  noontime  under  the  ex¬ 
cellent  management  of  Mrs.  Ellis  and  her  co-workers.  Mr. 
Smith,  the  custodian,  carries  on  his  work  in  his  usual  effi¬ 
cient  manner. 

In  closing,  I  cordially  invite  you  to  visit  your  school  at 
any  hour  of  any  day. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

David  0.  Lynch 

“Why  do  we  hear  so  much  about  guidance  today  where¬ 
as  once  it  did  not  seem  so  necessary  or  important?”  This  is 
a  question  which  keeps  occuring  when  people  are  first  making 
the  acquaintance  of  school  guidnace. 

This  question  may  be  answered  by  stating  that  guidance 
has  always  been  necessary,  but  is  more  so  now.  Through  the 
years  all  good  teachers  attempted  to  help  youngsters  be  well 
adjusted  and  to  'make  intelligent  plans  for  their  own  future. 
In  the  simple  society  of  the  horse-and-buggy  days  it  was 
comparatively  easy  to  help  the  relatively  few  youngsters  in 
our  secondary  and  higher  institutions.  Times  have  changed 
and  schools  have  changed,  and  these  two  factors  have  great¬ 
ly  increased  the  need  for  guidance.  Society  has  changed. 
Whereas  in  1870,  52%  of  the  wage  earners  of  this  country 
were  engaged  in  agriculture,  that  has  now  fallen  to  16%. 
With  the  decline  in  the  number  of  persons  earning  their 
living  through  agriculture,  we  have  found  a  decided  shift  of 
population  from  the  country  to  the  city.  A  country  boy 
could  not  help  but  learn  about  at  least  one  occupation.  He 
might  learn  that  he  did  not  like  it;  but  this,  though  a  neg¬ 
ative  fact,  was  a  most  important  one.  Too,  the  home  is  much 
less  the  center  of  vocational  and  economic  life,  and  also 
social  life,  than  it  was  in  the  past. 

Furthermore,  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the 
amount  of  training  which  is  required  for  different  types  of 
jobs.  For  example,  dentists  used  to  be  considered  trained 
after  18  months  of  school.  Today,  it  requires  six  years  be¬ 
yond  high  school,  and  many  of  our  better  dentists  are  tak¬ 
ing  seven  or  eight. 

We  have  seen  industry  becoming  more  and  more  special¬ 
ized.  The  school,  too,  has  become  larger  and  more  specialized. 
We  have  added  to  the  number  of  subjects  taught  in  the 
schools.  Whereas  often  this  is  very  good,  it  makes  guidance 
much  more  necessary.  It  is  very  good  to  have  a  wide  choice 
of  subjects  but  if  the  student  is  to  get  the  kind  of  education 
best  for  him  it  is  necessary  that  someone  study  him  and 
try  to  help  him  select  those  studies  and  activities  which 
will  be  of  greatest  value  to  him  as  an  individual  and  a 
member  of  society. 
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What  we  call  guidance  today  has  come  about  through 
attention  to  vocational  guidance,  consideration  for  the  men¬ 
tal  health  of  the  individual,  the  growth  of  personal  work 
in  industry,  the  attention  of  the  many  aspects  of  the  child 
and  his  development,  and  finally  the  need  for  helping  a 
pupil  make  normal  progress  through  the  school. 

Each  pupil  continues  to  have  his  inventory  folder  and 
each  vear  the  information  becomes  more  valuable..  Stan- 
dardized  testing  is  being  continued ;  pupils  from  grade  eight 
through  twelve  are  being  counseled;  occupational  informa¬ 
tion  is  constantly  being  collected ;  placement  of  graduates 
is  continuing  with  good  success;  follow-up  studies  are  made 
as  needed ;  and  Career  Day  has  become  an  annual  fixture. 

The  high  school  graduate  of  1951  obtained  more  money 
in  scholarships  than  in  any  previous  year.  News  of  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  our  graduates  who  continue  their  training  is  en¬ 
couraging.  Especially  those  with  physical  handicaps  who 
have  been  helped  by  Mr.  King  of  the  Division  of  the  Voca¬ 
tional  Rehabilitation  of  the  Department  of  Education  prove 
that  a  physical  condition  need  not  hold  back  in  their  search 
for  success  in  this  world  of  ours.  The  Commonwealth  pays 
for  the  training  of  all  who  are  eligible  under  the  law.  Mr. 
William  King  follows  each  one  through  his  training  and 
assists  in  placement  upon  the  completion  of  the  training. 

Your  Gudiance  Director  continues  to  serve  as  a  member 
of  the  planning  committee  for  the  Massachusetts  Association 
for  Mental  Hygiene  Institute  for  Teachers.  The  Commission¬ 
er  of  Education  selected  him  to  serve  on  a  state  committee  to 
study  the  life  adjustment  education  for  the  youth  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

Parents  are  urged  to  present  their  school  problems  to 
the  Guidance  Director.  The  information  needed  to  solve 
problems  can  be  found  in  the  guidance  files  and  a  conference 
is  usually  all  that  is  needed  to  solve  a  problem. 

The  team  work  between  members  of  the  school  system, 
from  the  administration  on  down,  is  what  makes  the  guid¬ 
ance  service  valuable  to  the  pupils.  My  thanks  are  extended 
to  all  who  have  cooperated  this  past  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 
C.  Aileen  O’Toole 

In  planning  the  art  program  for  the  elementary  school 
for  the  1951-52  school  year,  the  problem  of  time  had  to  be 
considered  very  carefully.  There  are  only  about  3%  hours 
for  art  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  to  be  spent  in  the 
elementary  school  in  eleven  grades.  This  means  that  some 
classes  are  visited  only  once  every  two  weeks,  an  average 
of  19  minutes  per  week  for  those  classes. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  level,  where  art  is  required, 
there  are  four  classes  of  one  hour  each.  There  is  an  elective 
High  School  art  program,  also  an  hour  per  week.  This 
means  five  hours  spent  in  classes  in  the  High  School  during 
the  week. 

This  is  a  problem  that  is  hard  to  solve.  It  is  too  bad  that 
the  elementary  school  classes  should  have  only  about  %  of 
the  time  allotted  to  each  junior  high  class  during  the  week. 
These  are  the  years  when  art  is  essential,  when  the  natural 
creativeness  of  the  child  is  being  stifled  by  outside  influ¬ 
ences.  This  is  the  time  when  there  should  be  a  great  deal  of 
time  spent  in  art  activities,  not  only  drawing  and  coloring, 
*  but  painting  and  three-dimensional  work. 

The  limited  time  allowed  for  art  makes  only  the  use  of 
crayons  and  paper  feasible  at  the  elementary  level.  There 
is  not  even  time  for  preparation  by  the  art  teacher  because 
of  the  tempo  of  the  program — and,  unhappy  as  the  situation 
is,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  a  “way  out.”  The  classes  have 
divided  and  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  the  only  practical 
answer  would  be  either  two  people  for  the  job  or  twice  as 
much  time  spent  in  Harwich.  This  cannot  be,  as  long  as  the 
art  teacher  is  a  part  of  the  Union,  with  three  other  towns 
to  visit,  with  many  of  the  same  problems  appearing  there. 

It  must  be  explained  that  the  time  allowance  is  not 
any  one  person’s  responsibility.  There  have  to  be  five  hours 
for  the  High  School,  leaving  only  the  limited  time  for  the 
elementary  school. 

In  the  High  School  there  is  a  problem  of  too  small  a 
space  for  large  groups.  The  handling  of  27  children  in  a 
room  where  under  20  are  comfortable  is  a  serious  hindrance 
to  good  working  conditions.  Most  of  the  work  we  do  in  the 
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High  School  requires  a  large  area  of  working  space  for 
each  pupil,  and  we  must  manage  with  very  little.  Here  too, 
there  seems  to  be  no  answer  at  the  present  time,  unless  the 
classes  are  divided  and  this  cannot  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  rest  of  the  High  School  programming.  , 

With  all  of  these  serious  problems  and  disadvantages, 
the  pupils  at  all  levels  are  cooperative  and  'most  enthusiastic. 
Not  only  are  the  children  cooperative,  but  the  teachers 
as  well  are  carrying  on  a  great  deal  of  art  work  in  their 
individual  classes. 

More  and  more  educators  and  parents  alike  are  realizing 
the  importance  of  art  in  their  schools,  and  perhaps  Harwich, 
too,  will  have  an  adequate  art  program  and  facilities  to 
compare  with  the  needs  of  its  children. 


Report  of  the  Instrumental  Teacher 
Frederick  A.  Gricius 

Since  taking  over  the  duties  of  instrumental  teacher 
in  Harwich,  I  have  been  pleased  by  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  given  me  by  the  school  department,  parents  and 
private  teachers  interested  in  developing  public  music  to 
the  fullest. 

It  is  my  sincerest  hope  that  parents  will  take  an  active 
part  in  helping  to  build  a  bigger  and  better  musical  organ¬ 
ization  in  Harwich  by  organizing  an  Orchestra  Parents  As¬ 
sociation.  This  association  is  the  one  efficient  means  of  rais¬ 
ing  funds  for  a  music  scholarship  each  year  so  that  a  worthy 
graduate  may  continue  his  or  her  musical  education.  There 
are  other  worthwhile  projects  that  can  be  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  the  school  orchestra  such  as  buying  music 
and  instruments,  and  financing  trips  of  students  to  music 
festivals.  This  organization  is  prevalent  throughout  the 
country  and  has  proved  a  success  in  music-minded  com¬ 
munities. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  help  from  private  teachers 
who  are  indispensable  in  any  public  school  music  program. 
The  need  for  a  full  time  brass  teacher  in  this  school  union 
has  been  my  concern  from  the  outset  of  the  school  year.  I 
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have  accepted  the  services  of  Mr.  Charles  Tourgee,  who  is 
a  specialist  on  brass  instruments,  majoring  in  trombone. 
Mr.  Tourgee,  from  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  is  a  graduate 
of  the  New  England  Conservatory  and  studied  with  Mr. 
Coffey,  world  famous  trombonist.  Mr.  Tourgee  has  a  Bache¬ 
lor  of  Music  Degree  in  Instrumental  Music  and  has  taught 
in  Plymouth  and  Hyannis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

Webster  Whitney  Tileston 

The  progress  of  Vocal  Music  in  The  Schools  of  Harwich 
continues  with  ever  increasing  achievements,  and  results 
are  gratifying.  More  and  more,  boys  and  girls  from  first 
grade  thru  High  School  are  experiencing  the  pleasure  of 
singing  together  and  expressing  the  thrill  and  beauty  of  it 
all  in  such  a  way  that  they  themselves  are  satisfied,  and  at 
the  same  time  are  allowing  others  to  understand  their  feel¬ 
ing  and  share  their  experience  with  them. 

At  the  present  time,  the  first  six  grades  are  working 
on  a  musical  fantasy  adapted  from  the  play — “The  Red 
Shoes’’ — a  Hans  Anderson  Fairy  Tale — and  many  song  and 
dances  have  been  inserted  to  give  the  children  a  chance  to 
give  vent  to  the  feelings  and  moods  awakened  by  such  a 
story. 

Throughout  the  year  I  have  kept  in  mind  that  the 
child  voice  is  a  sacred  trust  and  that  the  forming  of  correct 
habits  of  singing  in  the  grades  is  the  laying  of  a  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  beautiful  adult  voice. 

Soft  singing  within  the  compass  of  the  voice  will  never 
harm,  while  loud  singing  will  immediately  lead  to  disaster. 
Tones  must  be  pure  and  pleasing  rather  than  powerful.  Ex¬ 
pressive  singing  is  impossible  with  forced  tones — therefore — 
not  only  to  preserve  the  voice,  but  also  to  assure  meaning¬ 
ful  interpretation,  all  tones  must  be  pure  and  floating. 

’The  High  School  Chorus  is  showing  the  results  of  musi¬ 
cal  seeds  planted  a  few  years  back.  The  largest  group  yet, 
numbering  106 — are  working  on  Part  Harmony  songs  and 
are  achieving  splendid  results. 

More  specialized  programs  could  be  possible  in  the 
future  if  more  time  was  allotted  the  instructor  in  a  given 
Town. 
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REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 
Arthur  J.  D’Elia 

All  children  in  grades  7  to  12  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  good  physical  condition.  The  effects  of  a 
Dental  Clinic  in  our  schools  are  quite  obvious.  I  found  that 
the  majority  of  the  children  have  improved  their  dental 
hygiene.  There  are  a  few  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  a 
few  cases  of  defective  posture.  Posture  can  be  improved  by 
proper  exercise.  There  were  practically  no  cases  of  under¬ 
weight  or  malnutrition.  Both  squads  of  basketball  players 
were  given  examination. 

Dr.  Norris  G.  Orchard 

In  September  1950  a  different  approach  was  taken 
in  an  effort  to  disclose  physical  defects  of  children  entering 
the  Harwich  Elementary  School.  Parents  were  present  by 
appointment  when  examinations  were  made  enabling  us 
to  obtain  a  reasonably  accurate  account  of  the  child’s 
physical  and  emotional  history.  Parental  interest  was  im¬ 
pressive  to  the  extent  that  several  mothers,  far  from  well- 
to-do,  and  lacking  transportation,  engaged  taxicabs  in  order 
to  be  present. 

A  condensed  analysis  of  the  examination  of  231  chil¬ 
dren  shows  that  142  needed  varying  types  and  degrees  of 
medical  attention.  General  health  was  good,  however.  15% 
were  classified  as  malnourished.  10%  came  from  homes  in 
which  poor  conditions  existed. 

Inspection  of  teeth  does  not  properly  fall  into  the 
province  of  these  examinations,  but  poor  teeth  were  found 
in  a  high  percentage  —  and  with  poor  teeth  almost  invari¬ 
ably,  unhealthy  mouths. 

» 

The  detection  of  visual  and  hearing  defects  is  carried 
out  by  the  School  Nurse  throughout  the  year  but  every 
child  was  tested  for  balance  of  eye  muscles. 

Mouth  breathing  was  observed  frequently.  In  a  mod¬ 
erate  number  of  children  there  was  mechanical  blocking 
of  the  nasal  passages  but  in  many  it  was  felt  to  be  habit 
rather  than  need.  Enlarged  tonsils  were  seen  often  but  in¬ 
fected  or  diseased  tonsils  were  rare.  In  passing  it  must  be 
stressed  here  that  the  history  of  sore  throats  obtained  from 
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the  mother  was  invaluable  in  rendering  an  opinion  upon 
the  tonsil. 

Evidence  of  heart  disease  was  present  in  very  few  cases. 
In  doubtful  cases  the  child  was  brought  back  for  more  pro¬ 
longed  study.  No  new  cases  or  not  previously  known  cases 
were  found. 

Eight  cases  of  abnormalities  of  the  external  genitalia 
were  noted.  Of  these  in  one  instance  only  was  the  parent 
aware  of  it.  Feet  with  structural  faults  were  common  and 
were  present  in  more  than  one-third  of  those  examined. 

Between  33%  and  34%  of  the  231  children  examined 
showed  rickets  from  moderate  to  severe  extent.  Not  one 
single  parent  knew  of  it  until  it  was  pointed  out. 

A  studious  effort  was  made  to  avoid  prescribing.  Ev¬ 
ery  parent  was  advised  to  consult  the  family  doctor.  To  this 
rule  two  exceptions  must  be  noted.  Parents  of  flat-footed 
children  were  talked  to  about  proper  footwear,  and  parents 
of  children  with  rickets  were  instructed  in  the  prevention 
of  rickets  by  adequate  amounts  of  reliable  cod  liver  oil. 
Every  morning  —  that  is,  every  school  morning  —  Miss 
Peabody  administers  cod  liver  oil  to  50  children  who  other¬ 
wise  would  not  get  it.  The  consent  of  parents  is  secured 
first,  naturally. 

Follow-up-work  -  of  vital  importance  -  has  been  in 
the  hands  of  Miss  Peabody.  Eighty,  or  more  than  one-half 
of  those  requiring  medication  attention,  have  received  that 
medical  attention. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 
by 

Miss  Adelyn  J.  Peabody,  R.  N. 

In  the  structure-building  during  these  succeeding  years 
it  is  gratifying  to  observe  substantial  gains  and  definite 
improvements  in  the  school  children’s  health.  Capable  en¬ 
terprise  on  the  part  of  Physical  and  Dental  Examinations, 
Eye  and  Ear  Tests  and  Follow-Up-Work  has  systematized 
and  furthered  such  efforts  into  community  values. 
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A  ‘  ‘strip’  ’  physical  examination  has  proved  its  worth, 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  parents  almost  80%  of  needed 
corrections  have  been  made. 

Another  pronounced  step  in  the  health-improvement 
program  has  been  achieved  through  the  adoption  of  a  Cod 
Liver  Oil  Clinic  and  its  objectives.  In  such  operation  an 
average  of  50  children  have  individually  been  given  a  spoon¬ 
ful  every  school  day.  The  Nurse  has  visited  the  various 
school  rooms  each  morning  with  a  tray  of  C.L.O.  and  spoons 
that  had  been  contributed  by  the  Harwich  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  Dr.  Orchard  had  felt  there  was  a  definite  need 
of  such  a  clinic. 

Frequent  reference  is  made  to  our  formulated  statis¬ 
tics  concerning  the  children’s  teeth;  it  is  a  guidance  in 
systematic  control  and  recommendation.  Dr.  McIntosh  in¬ 
creased  the  number  of  his  visits,  and  altogether  throughout 
the  first  six  grades  a  great  deal  has  already  been  accom¬ 
plished,  including  a  few  high  school  cases. 

Last  year  105  children  were  given  the  Fluoride  Treat¬ 
ment  for  Teeth.  This  unit  operated  efficiently  under  the 
guidance  of  Mrs.  Alice  Dalzell  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  Dept.  As  yet  no  statistics  are  available  concerning 
results  and  values. 

The  Kiwanis  and  Rotary  Clubs  have  been  very  generous 
with  their  assistance  in  our  Tonsil  problems  and  in  the  item 
of  clothing  for  children.  We  would  acknowledge  also  a 
community  spirit  manifested  by  the  Salvation  Army  Fund 
and  the  Rotary  Club  in  having  sponsored  two  operations 
for  eye  cataracts,  a  boy  in  the  Third  Grade,  additional 
provision  made  for  a  coming  operation  for  cross-eyes,  this 
case  a  boy  in  the  Second  Grade. 

Throats  are  an  extensive  and  extended  subject  —  and 
the  Common  Cold  is  a  persistent  intruder  —  but  we  have 
indeed  been  fortunate  in  our  guarded  but  happy  freedom 
from  epidemics  of  children’s  diseases. 

Pediculosis  has  been  forced  into  a  substantial  reduc¬ 
tion,  but  still  asserts  itself. 

The  Toxoid  Clinic  functioned  under  the  personal  di¬ 
rection  of  Dr.  F.  H.  Moore  of  Barnstable  County.  Parents 
are  realizing  more  and  more  the  importance  of  this  clinic. 
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In  cold  weather  school  children  are  given  hot  lunches 
supplied  by  the  Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and 
the  Town  of  Harwich. 

We  invite  still  larger  public  interest  and  public  co¬ 
operation  in  furtherance  of  school-age  health  and  well-being. 
It  is  a  community  investment  which  benefits  the  present 
and  prophesies  for  the  future.
